VOLUME TWENTY-FOUR OF 


REPORTER. 


The publishers of the Orn, PAtnr 
AND DruG REPORTER are pleased to 
begin the twenty-fourth volume of the 
paper with some changes in its typo 
graphical arrangement, which will, 
they believe, be regarded by its readers 
as positive improvements. The RE- 
PORTER has coine to be acknowledged 
throughout the world as the most con- 
spicuous example of progressive trade 
journalism, and there is not a country 
on the globe which has any commerce 
in the classes of merchandise represent- 
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ed by this paper, where it is*not taken 
and read as the leading commercial and 
industrial authority. Without relax- 
ing the efforts that have brought the 
REPORTER so high a reputation for the 
character of its contents, the publishers 
have lately made a special effort to im- 
prove its appearance. The task is a 
difficult one owing to the haste in- 
seperable from the preparation of a 
real news paper. The market reports 
of the REPORTER are brought down to 
the close of business on Tuesday, and 
after that hour they are put in type 
and the paper is printed, folded, wrap- 
ped and mailed in time to leave 
New York by the fast mails between 
three and four o'clock on Wednesday 
morning. This quick handling of 
forms and printed matter forbids fine 
work, and is so destructive of tpye as 
require the frequent renewal of print- 
ing material. The present issue appears 
in an entirely new dress of ‘‘ body” 
type, that is the type in which the mat- 
ter other than advertisements are set. 
The space oceupied by imports and 
domestic receipts is curtailed by setting 
them in smaller type and narrower 
measure than we have hitherto em- 
ployed. Without detracting in the 
least from their legibility this change 
saves about three pages of space. By 
this means the publishers hope to be 
able to reduce the number of pages of 
a paper which they realize is already 
too bulky to be convenient. As a bit of 
interesting retrospect showing the un- 
dreamed of growth of the REPORTER, 
we quote from the editortal notice in 
the issue of April 2ist, 1875, when it 
first assumed its present shape, the 
paper consisting of twenty pages. The 
editor then called attention to the fact 
that the paper had again been en- 
larged by one-quarter its previous size, 
and added : 

No surer evidence of our sudcess Gould be 
needed than their continued enlargements, 
which not only announce our unrivalled pros- 
perity as a trade newspaper and an adver- 
tising medium, but also denote the encouraging 
revival of business. We publish in this issue 
over eight pages of advertising representing 
the various business interests * * * *; further 
comment is unnecessary to prove that, with 
our large circulation, we print the best adver- 
tising medium of the day. 

The subsequent enlargements of the 
paper were to 24 pages in 1876, 28 pages 
in 1879, 32 pages in 1880, 44 pages be- 
fore the end of the first half of 1881, 
and 48 pages before the close of the 
year, 52 pages early in 1882, and 56 
pages during the last six months of the 
year. Since January Ist this year 12 
pages have been added, making a 72- 
page paper, and requiring four amda 
half sheets of white paper each 33x46 
inches to print a complete copy. Since 
1875 the circulation of the paper has 
more than quadrupled, and the adver- 
tising space, which was ‘‘over eight 
pages” then, now averages about 
45 pages. In 1875 the paper gave 
about 46 columns of reading mat- 
ter, including market reports and 
statistics. It now gives 108 eol- 
umns on an average. Since 
consolidating with the O71 and Paint 
Review in March last, the REPORTER 
has been the largest weekly trade 
journal in the world. Its advertisers 
have become so numerous that for the 
purpose of showing at.a glance the 
position of every advertisement we 
have given up a page to an index of 
advertisers, the convenience of which 
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not only they, but every reader of the 
paper, will appreciate. As previously 
announced the price of the REPORTER 
after July ist, inst., is six dollars per 
annum, 
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ABOUT THE NEW TARIFF. 
The new tariff law is now in opera- 
tion, but it is, of course, too early to 
note any effect on the articles on which 
the duties have been either decreased 
or increased. For the past three 
months the quantities imported of 
those articles on which an increase in 
the duty took effect on Monday, have 
shown a large increase, the importers 
taking advantage of the notice of in- 
crease to import a large supply, and 
thereby benefit by the advanced rates. 
Not only have the importers increased 
their supplies, but dealers and con- 
sumers of every class and degree have 
purchased as heavily as their means or 
ther prospective requirements war- 
ranted, and this class of goods have, 
therefore, been in much better request 
than have others or than they other- 
wise would have been. The natural 
consequence will be that for some time 
to come the market will doubtless be 
fully stocked and the importations 
largely decreased, and on some few ar- 
ticles cease entirely. Another imme- 
diate effect will be a smaller demand 
for these goods, and if this proves pro- 
tracted a reaction may very likely fol- 
low by reason of some of the dealers 
desiring to unload, and thereby cause 
a slight shrinkage in values, This has 
been the experience under similar cir- 
cumstances heretofore, and we have no 
doubt that in some instances dealers 
will be glad to effect prompt sales at an 
advance representing only a half of the 
increased duty rather than hold the 
goods until they are enabled to find a 
ready market by reason of the active 
requirements of consumers, and thus 
avoid the accumulation of inter- 
est and storage charges, which in 
some instances would doubtless amount 
to more than the decreased price ac- 
cepted. Therefore it is probable that 
the full effects of the increase in duty 
will not be felt for some weeks or per- 
haps months. On some articles on 
which the new duty is practically pro- 
hibitive this difference in the new sel- 
ling prices and those which the _in- 
creased duties would make necessary, 
were the goods entered this week in- 
stead of last, is already perceptible, 
and what the final effect of the change 
will be is therefore as yet somewhat 
problematical, although on these the 
price will doubtless eventually settle 
down to a point where it would prove 
unprofitable to import them. 

With the class of goods on which the 
duty has been reduced the effect will 
be apparent much earlier, in fact many 
articles are now offered in open market 
showing a change in price equal to the 
full difference between the old and the 
new «tariff rates. There are some ar- 
ticles, however, as spices, for instance, 
which as yet show very little change 
by reason of the smaller sales during 
the past few weeks, nearly all the deal- 
ers and larger consumers having re- 
duced their supplies to as low an ebb 
as possible. This necessitates large 
purchases at the present time, and this 
activity the holders take advantage of 
to retard the full reduction leoked for 
by reason of the reduction in the im- 
port duty. There is a class of articles 
on which the lower duty will not be 
felt by the consumer for some time. 
This embraces the class of articles 
which are used in manufacture, the 
manufacturers taking for a time the 
full benefit of the cheaper crude mate- 
rials, and not until competition forces 
them to make the lowest possible prices 
will the consumer notice much dif- 
ference or be benefitted by the reduc- 
tions in the tariff. 

Already the demand for some articles 
has shown a large increase, although 
ordinarily on the days just preceding 
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the national holiday business is about 
as dull as during any season of the 
year. This activity will, of course, be 
only temporary, and in the course of a 
couple of weeks trade will settle down 
to ordinary summer dimensions, and 
may be expected to be even quieter for 
reasons explained above, Another of 
the first effects noticeable is the want 
of proper instructions and prepara- 
tions at the Custom House. The au- 
thorities appear to be ‘at sea” as to 
the proper classification of articles, or 
under what general head this or that 
article should properly be placed. We 
indicated last week that this want of 
definite instructions would lead to un- 
necessary litigation, and from present 
indications the complications that are 
likely to arise give promise of causing 
more annoyance than was at first 
feared. No information ¢an be ob- 
tained at the Custom House as to any 
articles on which there can be the least 
excuse for doubt or uncertainty, and it 
would appear that the policy is for the 
authorities in each district to apply 
their own interpretation (or guess) and 
then compel the aggrieved merchant to 
seek redress and an interpretation of 
the law in the courts. The law itself 
may be good, and in its entirety is, 
without doubt, an improvement (n the 
old, . but its application is faulty im the 
extreme, and that without cause or 
reason. 
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DISTILLERS’ COMBINA'TIONS. 


The distiliers of the West have for a 
number of years kept up several organ- 
izations or combinations, known by 
different names, but whose objects all 
looked to the same end, the improve- 
ment of the position of the distiller. 
Latterly reports have been published 
that several of the members of one or 
more of these organizations had broken 
faith with their associates, a something 
which all combinations having for its 
object a restricted production or the 
regulation of prices may expect. The 
last agreement made by the members 
of the Distillers’ National Export As- 
sociation was to reduce the production 
of their distilleries to twenty per cent. 
of their total capacity, which agreement 
should remain in foree until the first of 
July. It having been ascertained that 
this agreement had been broken by 
several of the members there was con- 
siderable dissatisfaction and uneasiness 
noticeable, and conmunittees of investi- 
gation and conference were appointed. 
It was also proposed to extend the 
time of the last agreement to next 
September, but this position was not 
approved. The cause of this extreme 
reduction of production is the con- 
stantly increasing supply of distilled 
spirits in this country and the conse- 
quent reduction of the profits. Indeed, 
were it not for the large decrease in the 
production for the past few years the 
markets would be glutted to such an 
extent that spirits of all grades would 
be selling below the cost of production. 
As it is, the only chance for profit is in 
the fattening of cattle, which is always 
carried on in connection with the man- 
ufacture of spirits. For several years, 
too, the export price of highwines has 
been below the cost of production, but 
this has made an outlet for a portion 
of the large surplus production. 


The Committee of Fifteen—as the 
governing committee is called—of the 
export association, has been trying to 
adjust matters at a meeting held in 
Chieago last week, but with indifferent 
success, and a meeting of the entire as- 
sociation will be held there on the 11th 
inst. when it is hoped a continuance of 
the present arrangement as to produc- 
tion may be secured until such time as 
the stock of spirits on hand shows de- 
cided decrease. The differences appear 
to be between the highwine and whis- 
key distillers. It was proposed to cut 
down the production of alcohol to a 
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the production of whiskey, and for this 
there were many reasons to justify the 
difference, but to this proposition the 
distillers of highwines would not agree. 
There is no doubt that some agreement 
will be arrived at next week and that 
the production will be reduced to the 
actual requirements for home consump- 
tion. If this is effected we may see a 
higher range of values on alcohol for 
the balanee of the year, but whatever 
the arrangement they will make we 
ean not look for very much lower prices 
than have prevailed heretofore.

_ THE ALIZARINE MONOPOLY. 
The expiration of the artificial aliza- 
rine patents in England has caused 
renewed interest to be extended to the 
subject of the manufacture of this ar- 
ticle. These patents expired in Eng- 











-land last month, and the prospects are 


that several new firms will soon produce 
this article and thereby reduce the cost 
to the consumer. Last November an 
attempt was made by the English and 
German manufacturers to keep control 
of the markets for a couple of years 
longer by. cajoling the consumers into 
making contracts for their entire re- 
quirements for that length of time at a 
stipulated price. The plan was to re- 
fuse to supply any more unless, the 
proposition was acceded to. The plan, 
however, failed to work, as the consum- 
ers reduced their manufactures and an- 
nounced that they would cease the use 
of artificial alizarine altogether until 
the expiration of the patents, when they 
hoped to be able to supply themselves. 
This had the effect of bringing the 
owners of the patents to their senses, 
and they have since continued to sup- 
ply all requirements on the basis of 
previous prices. Later, the consumers 
seeing that there was little hopes that 
the manufacturers of artificial alizarine 
would reduce the prices to a fair figure, 
steps were taken to start new works, 
when the manufacturers again met and 
agreed to reduce the price, which was 
then about sixty cents per pound for 
twenty per cent. strength, to thirty- 
five cents per pound, less five per cent. 
for the balance of the present year, and 
ten per cent. discount for contracts to 
to be filled after January first next. At 
this time reports were also sent out of 
the large increase in the price of an- 
thracene and to further the object 
sought higher prices were paid, in the 
hope that this would deter others from 
engaging in thé manufacture of artifi- 
cial alizarine in opposition to the mono- 
polists. This move, however, failed to 
work as satisfactorily as had been ex- 
pected, and a further reduction is looked 
for. Unfortunately the consumers here 
will not receive the full benefit of these 
reductions and the increased compe- 
tition as the patent in this country has 
still a couple of years to run, and until 
the time of the patent expires consumers 
here need expect but slight reductions 
in price.

OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

The Bureau of Statistics of the Trea- 
sury Department at Washington has 
just issued some interesting figures 
showing the imports and exports, and 
the quantities of foreign goods remain- 
ing in bonded warehouses on the first 
day of June. The total imports for 
the eleven months ending'May 31st 
amounted to $56,265,402, and the total 
exports to $57,901,594, which shows a 
balance of trade in our favor of $1,636,- 
192. We have already shown that to 
the increase in the exports of oils and 
paints is largely due the increase of ex- 
ports over imports. The value of the 
goods remaining in warehouse on the 
first of June was $50,244,779. This is 
probably more than the average, for 
the reason that many goods on which 
the duty was higher, or on which the 
duty is now entirely removed, were 
then allowed to remain in warehouses 
/ be | WEL LLC sftect to 





save the import tax. There was, how- 
ever, another class of goods on which 
the duties would be increased, but 
these were not then removed, and, 
therefore, could have no effect on the 
position of goods in warehouse. We 
hod, then, about a ten months’ supply 
of foreign merchandise in warehouse 
on the first of "June, and if the imports 
show a falling off for the next six 
months the markets would still be 
abundantly supplied. Of course, there 
are many articles which are in very 
small supply and some of which the 
stocks are excessive, but we consider 
the condition as a whole, having al- 
ready shown the relative imports of 
oils, paints, drugs and cheiicals. 
There has been a steady decrease in 
our imports since the opening of the 
present year. As compared with cor- 
responding months last year, February 
showed a decrease of $2,526,408, March 
a decrease of $7,823,198, April a de- 
crease of $9,355,766, while in May the 
decrease amounted to $12,084,627. Our 
exports, on the other hand, have shown 
a large increase. January showed an 
increase of nearly $15,500,000, February 
over $10,000,000, March over $15,000,000, 
while April fell short of $3,000,000 and 
May showed an increase of only $8,- 
722,000. It is, therefore, apparent that 
the excess of imports, if a ten-months’ 
supply may be considered excessive, 
was due to the larger imports of last 
year, and the increase in our exports 
has been of about nine months’ growth. 
With aten-months’ supply of imported 
goods in our warehouses it may fairly 
be expected that the exports for the 
balance of the year will largely exceed 
in value the imports, and that, there- 
fore, the balance of trade will remain 
in our favor. This will largely be due 
to our increased exports of petroleum, 
which, as we showed last week, have 
increased largely during the past year.

The glass men about Wheeling, W. Va., have 
been watching with some interest the experi- 
ments of Thomas F. Horan, of Cleveland, with 
glass conduits for the purpose of the rapid 
transportation of grain. Mr. Horan’s idea is to 
lay the conduits at some distance under the 
ground from New York and Chicago, all cased 
in boxes when practicable, or overland when 
no other means present themselves. The con- 
duits will be three or four inchess deep and 
from four to six feet broad. The conduit will 
be supplied with grain from regulating feeders 
at the elevators, and forced along on its way by 
pumps driven by engines which force a quick 
flow of air over the grain. No suction will be 
used, only force, and the engines and pumps 
will be placed at stations fifty miles apart along 
the entire route. For the glass many proper- 
ties of value are claimed over any other means 
asaconduit. Its hard, smooth surface renders 
it more than a hundred per cent. less liable to 
friction than iron, even if the surface of the 
latter were smooth. ‘The cost of glass is not so 
much as that of rough cast iron pipes, and the 
trouble from expansion and contraction by 
climatic changes is far less than it would be 
from iron. ‘The inventor claims that 25,000 
bushels an hour can be sent from Chicago to 
New York at the rate of 150 miles an hour. 


Messrs. Rose, Dunn & Thompson, of Old 
Foundry, Hull, England, of which tirm the 
Newell Uuniversal Mill Company are the 
agents for the United States and Canada, are 
the oldest manufacturers of hydraulic ma- 
chinery in the world. The town in which their 
works are situated is the headquarters of the 
seed crushing business in the)British Islands. 
This firm claim that all the most important im- 
provements in oil machinery have emanated 
from their works. It is about ten years since 
they introduced the plate press for extracting 
linseed oil, and in the last five years they have 
adapted their machinery to cottonseed with 
success exceeding their expectations. One 
large mill in England, where they analyze their 
cake two or three times a week, is said to show 
an average of their year's work of under 5 per 
cent. oil left in their cake or meal. They claim 
with their process, the saving in driving power 
equal to 20 per cent over the box system, great 
economy in space, improved appearance, and 
more perfect branding of the cake, which by 
this process has a more perfect surface and 
fracture. The more perfect extraction of the 
oll, a saving of about 50 per cent of labor em- 
ployedin the press room, a saving in wear and 
tear of the woolen cloth used, a reduction in 
weight of machinery to work a given quantity 
of seed, and the abolition of hair mats, This 
process is equally applicable to linseed, cotton- 
seed or rape seed. The pressure their presses 
work at isso great, one and three quarter tons 
on the square inch being used, that although 
the cast iron cylinders are made of the best 
brands of English iron, they find it absolutely 
necessary to substitute cast steel. Several large 
orders have already been reeeived for this new 
system of machinery, and their prospects look 
brilliant for the future,

Chemical and Scientific 
Notes. 


A NEW PHOSPHATIC AMMONIA PROCESS.—A 
process for the purification of ammoniacal 
liquors of animal origin, or for the economical 
treatment of gas liquor, is proposed by M. Au- 
bertin. He notices the failure of all methods 
depending upon the precipitation of ammonia 
in the forin of a double phosphate of ammonia 
and magnesia, but asserts that his method of 
using phosphoric acid is capable of precipitat- 
ing all free or combined ammonia from any 
liquid containing it in large or small quantity. 
The liquid to be treated must be first analysed 
in order to show the quantity of ammonia to be 
dealt with in the free or combined state, and 
then a quantity of phosphoric acid must be 
added in the equivalent of 4177 grams for every 
gram of ammonia. The acid may be used in a 
more or less dilute form, or acid phosphates 
may be used, but without any particular ad- 
vantage. The liquor thus acidified is filtered 
over carbonate of magnesia, or better still over 
magnesia obtained by the calcination of natural 
carbonate. The filtering material retains all 
the ammonia in the form of ammoniacal mag- 
nesian phosphate. The filtered liquid is quite 
clear, and does not contain more than a trace of 
ammonia, 





SEPARATING GLYCERINE FROM FATS.—Poul- 
lin, Edmund Michand and Ernst Michand 
submit the fats from which the glycerine is to 
be separated to a pressure of 8-9 kilos per sq. 
em., in the presence of 25-33 per cent of water 
and 0.75-1 per cent of oxide of zine and zinc 
dust. The treatment in the autoclave is the 
same as when lime is used. The time required 
varies according to the fat to be saponified and 
the amount of zinc dust and oxide of zinc used, 
from 3-4 hours. The addition of oxide of zine ren- 
ders the decomposition of the soap with acids 
unnecessary. Should the fatty acids be used 
in the manufacture of soap, the zine is removed 
by means of caustic alkalies. The reducing 
properties of the zinc prevent the coloration of 
the fats.—Corps. Goas. Ind, LX, 30%. 





ANALYSIS OF VEGETABLE AND ANIMAL AL- 
BUMENOIDS.—H. Struve ascribes the imperfect 
success which has attended dialytic researches 
on the albumenoids to three causes,—the insta- 
bility of the substances, the use of parchment 
paper, and the difficulty of examining the sub- 
stances which pass through the dialyser. To 
meet the first difficulty, of which all experimen- 
tulists have been aware, the operation has al- 
ways been carried out at the lowest practicable 
temperature, as quickly as possible, and with 
frequent renewal both of the external liquid 
and of the parchment paper. Every one who 
has undertaken dialytic experiments, knows 
the difficulty of meeting witha good parchment 
paper of uniform quality. The author consid- 
ers that the distinction between colloid and 
crystalloid substances, as proposed by Graham, 
cannot be maintained. For the membrane he 
selects the bladders of animals. He softens 
them in water,frees them mechanically from fat 
as completely as possible, and then treats them 
repeatedly with ether. Bladders thus prepared 
and submerged in ether retain their good quali- 
ties for years. For the external fluid he recom- 
mends water which has been shaken up with an 
excess of chloroform, and allowed to separate 
on standing. It prevents, or at least retards, 
chemical changes in the substances operated 
upon, 





THE ACTION OF NITROUS ANHYDRIDE ON 
GLYCERINE.—O. Mayson employed the pure 
glycerine of commerce, and generated the ni- 
trous anhydride by the action of nitric acid, sp. 
gr. 1°35, on “porcelain arsenic.”” The gas was 
dried over fused calcium chloride, and then 
passed direct into the glycerine. The reaction 
takes place quietly; the glycerine greatly in- 
creases in bulk and mobility; its color changes 
through yellow to brown, finally becoming 
dark green. Two layers of liquid form an aque- 
ous solution of nitrous acid and of oxidation- 
products of glycerine, and a layer which con- 
sists of the nitrous ether of glyceryl. These 
layers react upon each other, and should 
therefore, be separated as soon as possible. By 
passing a rapid current of dry hydrogen, the 
author succeeded in distilling the ether at 100 
deg., or 50 degrees below its boiling point. An- 
alysis indicated the formula C,H, (NOq)3. The 
liquid was distilled several times;it is amber col- 
ored, boils with decomposition at 150 deg.,burns 
with a whitish flame, but does not explode un- 
der the hammer, It does not mix with water, 
but the ether is decomposed at the surface of 
contact, It cannot be preserved pure. When 
enclosed in sealed tubes it produces pressure 
enough to shatter the glass. 





EXAMINATION OF TALLOW.—According to 
Wolkenhoar the specitic gravity of tallow is 
0.860 to 0.861 at 100 deg C. The melting point of 
mutton tallow is at 46 to 47 deg. C., of beef tal- 
low 45 to 406 deg. C., of tallow from the 
breast of becf 42 to 43 deg. C. Molten 
tallow, when shaken with on equal weight of 
alcohol, gives a solution which, when filtered 
after cooling, becomes cloudy when shaken 
with the same amount of water. When 5 gms. 
of pure tallow are shaken with 15 drops nitric 
acid, specific gravity 1,380, it remains colorless 
on cooling; tallow which has not been washed 
and purified, and therefore ntains par- 
ticles of blood toa light 
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brown. This coloration was formerly erro- 
neously ascribed to the presence of cottonseed 
stearine.—ep. Rival. Chemi. 











ADULTERATION OF TALLOW.—Tallow, con- 
taining the cheap distilled fatty acids from wool 
grease (as much as 30 per cent.) hasrecently been 
found. L. Mayer (Dingl. Pol. Jour.) examined 
a tallow, which consisted almost exclusively of 
such fatty acids. It contained only 0.2 per cent. 
of glycerine, and smelled strongly of wool 
grease, due to the presence of volatile fatty 
acids. The fatty acids after being separated 
turned yellow ina few days,and after several 
months were dark orange yellow. The large 
amount of cholosterin contained in wool grease 
facilitates the detection-of the adulteration. 
The tallow issaponified with caustic potash, and 
the resulting soap is shaken with ether. This 
takes up the cholesterin and leaves it on evapora- 
tion. The cholesterin gives a violet color on the 
addition of hydrochloric acid and ferric chlor- 
ide. By this method 5 per cent. of wool grease 
can be detected in tallow.—Ind. hel. 1883-148. 





Russer Stamp INK.—Anexccllent ink,which 
does not dry quickly on the pad, and is readily 
taken by paper, can be obtained, according to 
the Papier Zeituny, by the following recipe: 
Aniline color in solid form (blue, red, ete.), 16 
parts, 80 parts boiling distilled water, 7 parts 
glycerine, and 3 parts syrup. The color is dis- 
solved in hot water, and the other ingredients 
are added whilst agitating. This indorsing ink 
is said to obtain its good quality by the addition 
of the syrup. 

CoLoR FOR StramMpPs.—Ad. Vomacka suggests 
the following novel idea: Saturate with any 
selected aniline dye 30 parts to 40 parts of crude 
anhydrous glycerine by the aid of heat. Take 
10 parts fine glue, and steep it, for twenty-four 
hours in water. Pour off the water, and dry 
the glue quickly with a cloth. Dissolve it by 
the aid of a water bath in the colored glycerine, 
avoiding much stirring, which causes bubbles 
toform. Pouritintoany suitable tin box; ifthe 
surface is frothy, skim it with a stiff card. This 
mass serves as a very convenient permanent 
permanent pad for india rubber or metal 
stamps. It gives up the color uniformly and 
moderately by simply pressing the stamp upon 
it. If the surface gets damaged, it can be re- 
paired by simply melting. If it gets hard from 
want of use it may be renewed by wiping with 
asponge dipped in hot water or vinegar. The 
pad answers best with india rubber stamps, but 
metal stamps may be used if the surface is 
roughened with glass or emery paper. 





PAINTING CANVAS RoOoFs.—The Metal Worker 
says: A correspondent complains that in paint- 
ing a canvas roof the quantity of paint neces- 
sary to fill the canvas was 80 enormous, especi- 
ally in hot weather, that he was quite astound- 
ed, using several gallons where he expected to 
use as many quarts, While this large quantity 
is an advantage, inasmuch as it is the resisting 
medium of the roof (and the larger the quantity 
the better in many respects is the roof), it seems 
desirable to obtain-a coating with a less expen- 
diture of oil and paint. In painting carriages 
and wagons, a very good practice has been to 
make a quantity of wheat or rye flour paste, 
and with this give the canvas, after it is laid 
upon the roof or panel, a good and even coat. 
The paste should be about as thick as that used 
for paper hanging. This will leave the canvas 
as tight as a drumhead, and at the same time 
fill the surface sufficiently to prevent so great 
absorption of the oil. Glue size has thesame ef- 
fect, and is easily applied It issaid that panels 
painted in this way are very durable, and that 
the paint never cracks or scales off. Whitelead 
in oil colored with ocher is probably one of the 
best paints which can be applied upon the roof. 
Probably, for the sake of its fire-proof quali- 
ties, a final coat or two of mineral paint might 
be of advantage. 





A New Dye.—The young growth of the 
poplar-tree yields a dye, to which we have be 
fore referred, which may be extracted as fol- 
lows: The young twigs and branches are 
bruised, and boiled for twenty minutes with a 
solution of alum,—10 pounds of wood requiring 
1 pound of alum,—in 3 gallons of water. The 
solution is filtered hot and allowed to cool, and, 
after standing some time, is again filtered from 
a resinous deposit. On exposure to air and 
light it developes a rich gold color, and may be 
used directly for dyeing orange and yellow 
shades upon all classes of goods. 





BRICKS FROM SLAG.—The utilization of slag 
waste is fast assuming considerable economical 
importance. The manufacture of bricks from 
granulated blast-furnace slags will soon be be- 
gun in Germany. The slags are run into water, 
and the grit thus obtained is mixed up with 
lime, concrete, or plaster of Paris, and formed 
into bricks, which are dried for a month, They 
possess greater solidity than common brick, 
and scems to resist a much greater pressure, 





SToprerRs FOR ADHESIVE LiQuIDS.—A cor 
respondent writes as follows: In an article 
on “Glue,” reference was made to the 
fact tha after a ime greet difficulty is 
experienced in removing the stoppers from the 
bottle containing the liquid. My method has 
been, in the case of varnishes (shellac, or other), 
to place on the stopper, whether wood or cork, 
two or three thicknesses of stout cotton cloth 
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somewhat longer.than the stopper, well saturat- 
ed with grease, (not oil or tallow), which will 
prevent adhesion until it becomes very much 
coated, when the inner may be exchanged for 
the outer piece until new pteces are necessary. 


ADULTERATION OF OTTO OF Rosks.—The Ital- 
ian Reportario di Chimice et Farmacia gives the 
following method of detecting such adulteration 
Put in a small test-tube one drop of the otto, 
and add four drops of concentrated sulphuric 
acid. When the mixture has cooled add two 
grains of absolute alcohol, and shake well. If 
the rose oil was pure the mixture is slightly 
opalescent, and on heating becomes a yellowish 
brown, which remains after cooling. But if 
geranium, pelargonium, or palma rose oil had 
been mixed with it, the solution becomes cloudy 
and after a little time and insoluble precipitate 
separates. When treated with sulphuric acid, 
too, it will be noted that pure rose otto retains 
its pleasant odor, while the other oils develop a 
repulsive odor. Fatty oils, such as almond or 
sesame oil, which are sometimes employed to 
dilute otto, are recognized by leaving a greasy 
stain on paper after warming. 


PURIFICATION OF PETROLEUM RBENZINE.— 
The disagreeable odor of petroleum benzine is, 
according to the experiments of Fred. Grazer, 
not removed by percolation through wood or 
animal charcoal, or by treatment with car- 
bonate of sodium or lead carbonate. Agitation 
with potassium plumbate removed a portion of 
the odor, but satisfactory results were obtained 
by using two ounces of potassium bichromate, 
twelve ounces of water and three ounces of 
sulphuric acid, and when cool agitating with 
this a pint of benzine; finally, washing with 
water is necessary. A very useful method for 
disguising the remaining odor is to shake the 
product with a portion of cologne water and 
setting aside for,two or three weeks, when it 
may be decanted; the odor of the perfume will 
predominate.— Proc. Cal. Soc. 


THE APPLICATION OF CRUDE PETROLEUM TO 
THE MANUFACTURE OF IRON.—Dr. Duryee, of 
New York, claims that he has demonstrated the 
practical success of a process for manufactur- 
ing iron from the ore by the aid of crude petro- 
leum as fuel. Dr. Duryee had works erected at 
Montreal and has been experimenting for some 
time. The Montreal furnace takes 2 tons per 
hour of ores, giving at the lower end a perfect 
slag, and showing the reduction to be complete, 
as the ores are six hours in the reducing gas. 
The petroleum is blown into the furnace, in 
the form of spray, by a current of air. It is ig- 
nited by the fire in the furnace, and the intense 
heat which results is utilized in reducing the 
ores. The weight of the furnace is about 100 
tons, its length being 120 feet and its inclination 
5feet. It is said to be capable of reducing 
about 4 tons of ore per hour. The Canadian 
Tron and Steel Company of Canada have com- 
menced the practical smelting of iron by this 
process. In their furnace it has been found 
that the ores are six hours in the reducing cyl- 
inder, one hour in the fusing or puddling pot, 
or seven hours in all, giving ample time for re- 
duction and subsequent melting out of cinder, 
giving a fine quality of iron, which was weld- 
able, of strong, fibrous structure, and as it 
came from the hammer was made into different 
forms on the blacksmith’s anvil. The blooms 
came down continuously at the rate of a ton an 
hour, and were taken from the furnace direct 
to the hammer, 


TOUGHENED GLASS.—Since reference” was 
first made in these columns to the discovery of 
& process whereby glass could to some extent be 
rendered malleable, attention has been directed 
to improving the color of the glass so produced. 
So much success has been attained in this direc- 
tion that the Toughened Glass Company has 
been formed to carry on the various kinds of 
glassware, and offices and show-rooms have 
been opened in Leadenhall street, London, E. 
C., where samples of table-glass, gas and lamp 
globes and chimneys, sconces, articles for chem- 
ical and pharmaceutical purposes, '&c., are 
exhibited. Whilst the company do not claim 
for any of the articles absolute immunity from 
breakage, they do claim that they are far 
stronger than ordinary glass goods. Tumblers 
and other table-glass have already been sup- 
plied to several of the leading steamship com- 
panies and to restaurants. One of the many 
purposes to which this kind of glass is specially 
applicable is that of window and greenhouse 
glazing, as where itis used it is to agreat extent 
immaterial what system of glazing is adopted. 
= THE RECOVERY OF SULPHUR FROM PYRITES.— 
The complete failure of the chemical process 
for recovering waste sulphur in the manufac- 
ture of alkali is announced. Experiments were 
made on an extensive scale at large chemical 
works at Aussig, Germany, but the attempts 
there, after having been carried on for two 
years,have now been finally given up. In Eng- 
land, it is stated, experiments were also made 
at the works of Mr. Chance, Manchester, but it 
is now given out that only sulphuric acid and 
not sulphur, has been obtained from the pro- 
cess. The importance of these facts to the py- 
rites companies—Rio Tinto, Tharsis, &¢c.—can- 
not be over estimated. Thesharesof both com- 
panies, as well as other copper-mining concerns 
are now largely -delt in in England, and the 
news now made public is believed to be of great

The Oil Production.

the illustrations accompany 
ing the geological report on Warren 
County is a_ statistical chart exhibit- 
ing the oil production of Pennsylvania and 
New York from the date of the first well in 
1859 to January 1, 1883. It is drawn to scale and 
colored in divisions to show the progress of de- 
velopments throughout the whole oil region; 
the commencement of production, its culmina- 
tion and decline in each district; the shipments, 
stocks and average price of crude at the wells. 
The comparisons and deductions suggested by 
an examination of this chart are of so much in- 
terest in connection with the questions of fu- 
ture supplies now being discussed throughout 
the country, not only by producers and specy- 
lators, but by refiners and consumers also, that 
I here quote the tabulated statements upon 
which it is based, so that they may be conveni- 
ently referred to in verification of the facts to 
be given further on. 
Table showing the yearly and the total produc- 
tion of the several oil districts of Pennsyl- 
een New York, from 1863 to January 
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The above table has been compiled from va- 
rious sources and is believed to be as reliable 
asany published. Absolute accuracy cannot 
be claimed, for the figures of yearly 
production have always been little better than 
estimates; the inconstancy of oil wells, the fluc- 
tuations in the tide of developments and the 
careless habits of the average oil producer, 
making the systematic collection of reliable 
statistics impossible. The yearly output from 
the whole oil region may be closely calculated, 
but detailed production of districts can only be 
estimated approximately. As there is confess- 
edly so much uncertainty in the primary data it 
would be pretentious to employ other than 
round numbers in the totals,

ADJUSTMENT TABLE, 


It is evident that stocks in the oil regions are 
increased or decreased by exactly so many bar- 
rels, as production exceeds or falls below ship- 
ments out of the region. Having used certain 
figures on the chart to represent production, 
and assuming that reports of stock are reliable. 
we find it necessary, for the sake of consistency, 
to correct the shipments, as shown below:

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This method of adjustment throws all errors 
into the shipments. In some cases, perhaps, the 
production should have been increased or the 
stocks diminished. We give the figures, the 
reader can adjust to suit himself.

From the yetr 1868 to the commencement of 
active developments in 1875 Bradford produced 
about 11,000 barrels of oil, which are notin 
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cluded in the above. Beaver district is cred, 
ited, also, with 904,000 barrels. These amount 
(915,000 barrels) make up the difference betweey 
the above and the chart table. Beaver distrig 
is omitted in all our calculations, for it is out 
side of the area under review; its oil comes 
from a higher plane, geologically, than the But. 
ler and Venango oils, and the district alway, 
has been, as it always will be, an unimportant 
factor in estimating production. 
DIFFERENCES IN SANDS. 

Note in the above table that the brown sands 
of Bradford and Alleghany have produced {f,. 
910,000 barrels of crude in eight years, while the 
white sands of Venango, Butler and Clarion, 
and Warren and Forest have produced only 
122,258,000 barrels in three times eight, or twenty. 
four years—facts suggesting that the brown 
sands are more productive than the white, or 
else that they are capable of more rapid and 
successful development. Note also, in the 
chart table, that while operations}were confined 
to the white sand districts alone the stocks ae 
cumulated slowly, although the consumption 
was small compared with later years. In De. 
cember, 1874, they amounted to 3,705,639 barrels, 
and increased in the next four years only 90. 
660 barrels, making at the close of 1878 4,615,200 
barrels. In the latter year Bradford produced 
6,500,000 barrels, and its incoming at that time 
alone prevented the depletion of all the stocks 
accumulated during the preceding twenty 
years, 

Another interesting study may be made by 
comparing the production of different districts 
triennially, as arranged below :

its prime, and that 1,073 wells were completed 
there between the 30th of April, 1882, and the 
30th of April, 1883, which, with 523 wells com- 
pleted in Bradford during the same year, added 
a total of 1,506 new wells to the number of 
those in operation in April, 1882. 

The steady decline which has been going on 
in the old districts of Venango and Butler and 
Clarion is well shown in the triennial statements 
above. In 1877, 1878 and 1879 the production of 
Venango was considerably augmented by the 
Bullion pool, but it soon took a retrograde 
movement, which still continues, 
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From this review we preceive that four out 
of the five great districts composing the oil 
fields of the present time haVe passed their 

ods of maximUm pioduction, and are un- 
mistakably on the decline.

¢ Sponge Fisheries of Florida, 


Ost people know the present invaluable uses 
the “porifera” and some may be familiar 
M their varicties and habits, but few know 
Way and places in which they are obtained.

When one or more are seen worthy of being 

taken the right arm, grown very muscular and 
skillful by costant practice, deftly extracts the 
sponge from its rocky base and brings it to the 
surface. The exertion is immense. The long, 
slender pole sways and bends and the sea is not 
alwitys at titilet as thet desive; Tlie left hand 
and arm still holds, steadies and presses the 
water-glass, through which he must look to 
guide the manipulation of the poleand hook. I 
asked the Jack Alick if it was hard work. 
“Hard work, massa! Why, #heit I gets up I 
hardly du stand and my eyes smart; and ven I 
goes to ped IT no can sleep mooch.” These 
spongers usually have bloodshot and protruding 
eyes and are very much troubled with rheuma- 
tism, from thelr constantly constrained position 
and cécupation: 








The perge Wlien first brought up does nod 
look much like the sponge of commerce or 
toilet. It is covered by a mucus skin, dark and 
fetid. It issometimes infested with parasites 
and always with particles of the foreign ma- 
terfal (8 Which it has adhered. The day's catch 
is strung to the rigging, where the sun and ab- 
sence of water soon destroys all life and par- 
tially cleanses it. When inthe course of days 
of profitable labor, the little craft is pretty well 
festooned with the detayliig biiithes, they re- 
pair to some island or shore and just at the 
mean water line make what they call a * crawl,” 
which consisis of a clrele df short poles driven 
junto the sand two or three inches apart. Into 
this enclosure the sponges are thrown andina 
day or two the washing of the tide has cleansed 
the pores from all impurieties. They are then 
ready for assorting or stringing into bunches, 
usually consisting of ten or fifteen. 


So soon as they bave filled their boats they go 
to some mitt of tirade, Ot teathirig it the 
bunches are placed on shore to diy and sweeten 
thoroughly, and then sold to some merchant- 
man; I was surprised to find that they teceived 
from thi'ee to three and a half dollars each for 
these bunches of sheep-wool sponges. So that 
when they have “good look,” as they call it, 
they often net $150 per week for their work. 
Knowing that the shores of Nassau and the 
Bahamas {were full of sponge-bearing rocks, I 
asked my Jack Alick why he did not sponge 
there, He said “the sponge was no so good 
there,” and when they took their} bunches 
ashore there the merchants would take them 
and pay their own price, while at Key West the 
Cedar spotige fotind off the West Indies and 
along our coasts the “sheep's wool” seems to 
bring the highest price. It is large, soft and 
tough, although not of the finest fiber. Itis 
the kind usually used for bath purposes and for 
cleaning fine cavri# es, 


It was long supposed to be a zoophite, a com- 
bination of plant and animal, and while perhaps 
Huxley or Haeckel would hke still to ndhere to 
this classification we now know it to be a very 
interesting marine animal, possessing nearly all 
the functions of animal life. They are sus- 
tained by taking in and ejecting the sea water 
by asystem of pores and vessels, through which 
it passes with all the appearance of the regular 
circulation of fluids in animal bodies, and thus 
is conveyed to itself the animalculew of the sea 
as food. Under the magnifying glass can be 
seen the cells of the polyp and the glittering 
internal viscera, with every individual tenticle 
In the spring there are engendered germs, yel- 
lowish white, which, bursting, send forth em- 
bryos. These have the vibratile cilia and seem 
toswim about. Finally, losing these cilia, they 
become gelatinous discs, and affixing them- 
selves to rood or coral or shore develop into the 
sponge of commerce,— Ex,

New Dyes.

For Sthe preparation of solid cumidine, the 
Actiengesellschaft fuer Anilinfabrikation, Ber- 
lin, converts the crude chloride of cumidine, 
obtained by digesting chloride of xylidine with 
methylic alcohol in an autoclave at 280 deg, C,. 
into the difficultly soluble nitrate, freeing the 
product from its mother hquor in a centrifugal 
and washing with water. In this way a fine 
crystalline meal of nitrates is obtained, consist- 
ing of the variou® modifications of cumidine 
and xylidine. This nitrate when converted into 
the bases in the usual manner, and subjected to 
fractional distillation, gives a product passing 
over between 225-245 deg. C., which solidifies to 
a crystalline mass on cooling. 

The crystallized cumidine thus obtained boils 
at 235-—236 deg. C., melts at 62 deg. C. and can be 
advantageously employed in the manufacture 
of azo dyes, It is characterized by its property 
of forming, when converted into diazo come 
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pounds, with the so-called red salts of naphthol 
disulpho acid,dyes which in red excel the brand 
3R. Even with the mixed disuipho acids of 
naphthol it gives dyes which are more red than 
3R. 

Another orange dye is obtained by pairing 
the diazo compound of crystallized cumidine 


with the monosulpho acids of B naphthol. 
With sulphuyic acid, this cumidine is easily 
converted into cumidine-sulpho acid, by the 
method in use for aniline. The diazo compound 
of this sulpho acid also give coloring matters 
with naphthol, 

Accoiding to A; W: Hofmann, this cumidine 
when properly purified, melts at 68 deg. C, and 
boils at 284—235C. The chloride df “umidine, 
which crystallizes in thick prisms, has the com- 
position C,H,,NH,HCI. 
ordinary manner at 100 deg. C, The mono- 
methyl cumidine melts at 44 deg. C, and boils at 
237 deg. The platinttm salt corresponds to the 
formula: 2(Cy,H,,.N.CHs.H.HC)DPtCh;. 

J. Hummeland A. G. Perkin give the fol- 
lowjng method for preparing pure and cryital- 
line hematein. 
extract is dissolved in boiling water, on cooling, 
an excess of ammonia is added and the whole 
exposed td the sit; 
through it. The dark ted drtimofia compound 
of hematein is filtered and pressed: To purify 
it, it is dissolvedin hot water, acidified with 
acetic acid, and filteredon cooling. The hema- 
tein which remains on the filter, is washed three 
or four times with hot dihite acetic acid, and 
the combined filtrates are evapOfated on a 
water bath. After a time small crystals of 
hematein separate out. These are separated 
from the admixed impurieties, a small quantity 
of acetit acid is added to the cold solution ; this 
dissolves most ‘fimpuirities, without affecting 
the hematein. The latter is then collected on a 
filter, washed 3 or 4 times with acetic acid, 
finally with wiiter and dried; 

Hematein, prepared in this wey; forts Vety 
small crystals, having a beautiful, yellowish 
green, metallic luster. It is very slightly sol- 
uble in water, alcohol, ether and acetic acid, 
but is readily taken up by alkalies. Ammonia 
dissolves it with a fine, brown violet color, 
while the’soluticn itt coneentrated caustic soda 
has a beautiful purple color. Whett exposed to 
the air, the color of the alkaline solution gradu- 
ally changes to red, and finally. brown, the col- 
oring matter belttg apparently decomposed, 
Analysis gave the formula: CjgH,20+. 

Hot concentrated sulphurie acid decomposes 
hematein. It dissolves in cold concentrated 
sulphuric acid with evolution of heat; on the ad- 
dition of 3-4 times the quantity of hot glacial 
acetic acid, orange yellow crystals are separated 
which have the composition C,9H\,05. HSO,. 
Hematein wheti heated with hydrochloric acid, 
specific gravity 1.195 to 100 deg. C., gives isohe- 
mateinchlorhydrin, C,¢H,,O05Cl, whith dissolves 
in water, forming an orange red solution. With 
hydrobromie acid, the corresponding bromine 
compound, (,H,,0,Bi, is obtained. These 
compounds when treated with oxide of silver 
give isohematin, isomeric with hematein, 

Brazilein C,,H,,0;, When prepared in a similar 
manner, forms small dark crystals, Shaving a 
grey metallic luster, which gives a light rose 
red solution with hot water, showing an orange 
fluorescence, When treated with sulphuric 
acid, hydrochloric acid and hydrobomic acid, 
brazilein gives compounds, which corresponds 
with the derivatives of hematein. 

All the new bodies are much more powerful 
dyes than the original hematein and brazilein; 
their colors are also much more permanent, re- 
sisting the action of soap and of a dilute solu- 
tion of bleaching powder. This is more partic- 
ularly the ease with the hematcine derivatives. 
In the process of dyeing the whites are, how- 
ever, much stained, because these compounds 
separate acid as soon as they are brought into 
solution, which dissolves the mordant. The 
new hematein compounds dye cotton mor 
danted with alum dull red; with strong iron 
solution, black; with a weak fron solution, 
slate; and with a mixture of alum and iron, 
chocolate. The sulphuric acid compounds of 
hematein give colors with alum which are more 
red than the others. On soaping, these colors 
become more blue. ‘Che brazilein compounds 
dye almost the same shades, only lighter. 

E. Erdmgnn and G. Schultz have prepared 
hematoxylin by stirring up the pulverized, 
hard crystalline crusts that are formed when 
logwood extract stands for a long time, with 
water to ® paste, repeatedly extracting this 
with ether, evaporating off the ether and adding 
water to the syrupy residue, On the following 
day the hematoxylin will be’ found to have 
crystallized, and can then be purified by re- 
crystallization. The mother liquor already 
contains some hematein. By the action of 
chloracetyl on hematoxylin the compound 
C1 9H,O(C,H30)z is formed, showing that hem- 
atoxylin contains only 5 hydroxy! groups. 

To prepare hematein it is advisable to pour 
the ammoniacal solution of the hematoxylin 
into shallow vessels, so as to expose the largest 
possible surface; occasionally a drop of ammo- 
nia is added, in order to maintain a slight ex 


cess. From time to time asmall quantity is 
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placed into a test tube and acetic acid added. 
When this produces a precipitate, changed into 
glistening crystalline scales by boiling. which is 
generally the case after a lapse of two days, it 
is well to interrupt the process; pour the whole 
product into a large flask, heat to boiling and 
neutralize with acetic acid. The hematein 
then sepatates in beautiful glistening plates 
having a silver luster, they are filtered off and 
washed with boiling.water, The filtrate is 
poured back into the shallow dishes, rendered 
alkaline by ammonia and exposed to the air for 
another day; this is repeatedly done until no 
further separation of hematein takes place. 
Analysis gave the formula: C,gH.05. 

P. Pastrovich has made investigations of pi- 
camar and cocrulignol, According to these the 
fractions of beachwood tat, boiling above 270 
deg. C., contaiti in addition to picamar the di- 
methyl ether of propylpyrogallic acid, and blue 
oil. Itis more advantagevtus to use the frae- 
tions, boiling above 270 deg. C., of birch bark 
tar, as they contain the picamar in larger quan- 
tity thati the beech tar. The crude oils can not 
be purified by fractional distillation; the higher 
boiling fractiuns always carry over ‘some of the 
lower boiling unes, and the reverse is also the 
case. The fractions were therefore brought in

| dilute solution of potash, specific gravity 1.03 
| and allowed to erystallize while warm; the pica- 

mar potash then sepatates in needles, while the 
potash compound of the dimethyl] ether of pro- 
pylpyrogallic acid remains in sohution. By re- 
crystallization a pure product is finally ebtain- 
ed. This is decomposed with dilute hydro- 
chloric acid and the oil which separates is dtied 
and distilled several times. Picamar thus ob- 
tained is a Colorless, oily liquid, refracting 
light very much; wheti exposed to light 
it changes to a faint yellow; it boils at 200 deg. 
and has a specific gravity of 1.10228 at 16 deg. 
C; it is very little soluble in water, but dis 
solves readily in alcohol, ether and acetic acid: 
it possesses a bitter peppermint like taste, and 
characteristic smoky odor, The composition of 
picamar cortesponds to the formula CygH 40s 
A dilute alcoholic solution of picamar is colored 
bluish green, by a neutral alcoholic solution of 
ferric chloride. Heated to 140 deg. C, with au 
excess of hydrochloric acid, it is decomposed 
according to the formula : C,oH,,03 plus HCl = 
CyH 205 plus CH,Cl. 
To obtain the coerulignol, the blue oil was 
dissolved in dilute acetic acid; the solution was 
poured into much water and the 
separated ofl purified. The oil, CyoHy0., 
thus obtained, is almost colorless, has # 
creosote like odor, and boils at 240 to 241 deg. C. 
It is difficultly soluble in cold, but more readily 
in hot water; in alcohol, ether and acetic acid 
it is soluble to an almost unlimited extent; the 
solutions have a neutral reaction. 


Concentrated sulphuric acid colors the blue 
oil red; with caustic potash it turns dark on 
sanding. Baryta water produces a beautiful 
blue color in the alcoholic solution; this result 

also produced by treating the oil directly 
with bleaching powder. Alcoholic chloride of 
iron colors the alcoholic solution of the oil 
green, acqueous ferric chloride colors the 
aqueous solution a beautiful carmine red. Ori 
heating with hydrochloric acid it is decomposed 
according to the formula:

PAINT MARKET. 








TUESDAY EVENING, July 3, 1883. 

Business has been rather quiet the past week, 
as is usual on the approach of the national 
holiday. There is a moderate jobbing trade in 
progress to the nearby and local trade but the 
orders from a distance, and large transactions, 
have been few and far between. There area 
few changes in quotations to note. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead has been very quiet during the week 
under review, there being no disposition on the 
part of consumers to pay the prices asked, 
although holders are somewhat firmer in their 
views. For corroding lead 645c is quoted, and 
for common 440@4 42\4éc is the lowest figure 
that will be accepted, 

The demand for lead in oil has been confined 
to the requirements of local and nearby con- 
gumers, who, notwithstanding that prices are 
very low, have purchased only for present 
actual requirements. Prices are without 
further change, corroders offering nothing 
under 6c, while most of the corroders refuse to 
sell under 6c. Western lead in oil ig not of- 
fered under 6c. At Chieago there are sellers 
at 54gc and all through the West the price ap- 
pears to be 5 85c less 24 percent. Dry may be 
had here at 5gc for city, and Western is quoted 
at the same figure, but no sales are reported, 
At these figures the market may be said to be 
steady. 

American oxide of zinc has sold to a fair ex- 
tent considering theseason. ‘I'he prices remain 
steady at 4c for best grades dry. French zines 
have declined, the new quotations being as 
follows: Antwerp red seal in lots of 50 bbls. 
6c, in lots 10 bbls. 644c, for less 63gc; Paris 
red seal in 50 bbl. lots 6gc, 10 bbls. 6i¢c, less 
65gc; Paris green seal 50 bbl. lots &4gc, 10 bbls.

There has been only alight jobbing demand 
for both red lead and litharge during the past 
week, For the present we quote 544@5% for 
the former and 54@5c for the latter. 

Orange mineral has been rather unsettled, and 
some holders are not inclined to quote prices at 
the moment. German is quoted tirm at 744@9e, 
while English is still obtainable at Tic, and 
French at 1l04@lli4c, as to quantity and 
quality. 

Quicksilver vermilion is without change. 
Bulk is still obtainable at 45c in 100 1b bags, and 
0c for bags less than 30 lbs, with sales reported 
ot 800 lbs at prices within the range. 

Carmine is without change. The manufac- 
tures at the moment are quoting $350 per lb 
for pure in bulk lots, and $3 60 for pound pack- 
ages, less the usual discount.

American venetian. red has been-in fair de- 
mand during the past week, with sales reported 
of 900 bbls at $100 $125 as to make and quan- 
tity and place of delivery. 

Colcothar is steady, and is meeting with the 
usual jobbing demand for this season of the 
year. Sales are reported of 15 kgs Sisson’s 
super at 540c and 10 kgs extra at 614c, also 20 
cks PBS at 8igc and 12 cks PRO at 4c, also 2 
cks Ti at 844c and 30 kgs crown tuscan red at Ie.

Wood Tar. 


The tar which is obtained in the dry distillation 
of wood possesses many valuable properties, one 
of the most important of which is its preserva- 
tive action on wood. Wood tar is very viscous 
at low tempervature, but becomes quite fluid by 
moderately heating,so that it can easily be applied 
with a brush. Wood which has been coated with 
wood tar is at least twice as durable in its resist- 
ance to atmospheric influences. 

The number of bodies occurring in wood tar is 
very great and a large numberof the compounds 
are still imperfectly known. Paraffin—which is 
so much like alabaster in appearance—was first 
discoverea by Reichenbach in wood tar. 

Creosote is a liquid prepared from wood tar; it 
is used in medicine and generally called beech 
tar creosote to distinguish it from the creosote 
obtained from coal tar. Both varieties of creo- 
sote consist of a mixture of three bodles: carbolic 
acid, creosol and phliorone; in coal tar creosote 
the carbolic acid predom!nates, making it unfit 
for medical purposes; in wood tar creosote the 
creosol and phlorone are predominant. 

Creosote, when placed on the skin, causes the 
formation of blisters; it coagulates albumen, and 
is fatal, even in exceedingly minute quantities, 
to the organisms which produce fermentation 
and putrifaction. In smoking meat the meat is 
exposed to the action of smoke from damp wood. 
The preservative action as wel] as the odor of the 
smoked meat are due to the creosote contained 
in the smoke. 

After the creosote has been distilled off from 
the wood tar a black mass remains, which is 
fluid while hot and has the appearance of asphalt 
when cold. This “pitch” can be used for ce- 
menting coal dust in the manufacture of artifi- 
cial fuel. 

Wood tar, like coal tar, has also given rise to 
numerous interesting bodies, part of which form 
beautiful dyes. The principal products obtained 
in the distillation of wood at the present time 
are: acetic acid, wood alcohol, turpentine, rosin 
and charcoal.— Org. f. Ocl. and Fetthandel,

The Cottonseed Crushers’ Association ad- 
journed its convention sine die this afternoon. | 
There have been five sessions during the past 
three days, besides several meetings of the re- 
presentatives of different localities whose aim | 
has been to devise mcans to restrict competi- 
tion in seed. The meeting has not been quite 
as large as was cxpected, though there area 
number of new faces here, and if the mill re- 
presentation is not 80 complete as in past years, 
there is a satisfactory degree of harmony. It 
is, of course, a feature of every meeting of thi§ 
Association that old ground has to be gone 
over more or less for the satisfaction of new 
members, who are not familiar with the work 
of the organization in past years. Still there is 
less delay from this cause, than from the in- 
evitable “‘crank”’ element, which finds a place, 
I am sorry to say, even among cottonseed 
crushers, and which is conspicuous as an 
objector to almost every debatable motion. 
The work of every convention is hindered by 
this irrepressible class, and many good sugges- 
tions are never uttered because of the dis- 
inclination on the part of the more sensible 
members to stand the delay or listen to the tire- 
some twaddle of every dyspeptic or bilious 
man in the room. President Aldige has the hap- 
py faculty of preserving perfect harmony and 
dispatching the work of the convention with as 
little friction as is possible, though a less 
courteous gentleman would probably feel con- 
strained to occasionally choke off some of the 
long-winded objectors. Secretary Duggan 
being relieved by a stenographer from the 
neoceasity of recording, is as placid asa lake of 
summer refined oil, and gracefully devotes 
himself to the work of the treasurership. 

-My dispatches last week gave the main points 
of the first day’s proceedings but I give them 
herewith in fuller detail. 

The roll-call at the first session on Tuesday 
showed sixty mills represented. This number 
was subsequently increased, as shown by the 
roster given herein. 

President Aldige, after declaring the conven- 
tion open, asked an expression of the members 
upon the subject of secret or open sessions. 

Mr. D. H. Crebs moved that only members of 
the Association be admitted to its meetings. 

An amendment was subsequently moved 
providing that refiners should be permitted to 
join the association, but this was objected to by 
Mr. Waynesburg, of Memphis, and after some 
discussion it was tabled. 

Mr, Crebs’ motion was then adopted, after 
which Col. Urquhart, whois not an apostle of 
secresy, moved that an hour be set aside in the 
morning or afternoon when all interested, re- 
porters, crushers, refiners and citizens generally 
could be admitted to the convention. This 
motion was adopted and the convention went 
into secret session. : 

After voting upon the question of employing 
a stenographer, the convention selected one 
from the several whose services were proferred. 
President Aldige delivered his annual address. 
After explaining that the date of meeting was 
changed from the 19th the day agreed upon at 
Memphis, to the 26th in order to avoid the 
crowd which filled the hotels during the session 
of the railway exposition, he spoke as fol- 
lows :— 


When we consider that in 1876 only about 24 
mills were at work and that we know of 85 mills 
saving bees in active operation last season with 
some 25 more reported as getting ready for the 
next season, can anyone wonder that, with such 
an increase of mills and production, this associa- 
tion selects large centers like this for its meet- 
ing place? Is it not the most practical and easy 
“wy to enlist public attention to our products? 

ith a view to presenting to this convention 
some statistics which might serve as a basis for 
the future and at the same time assist usin our 
deliberations, I have applied to each mill for a 
statement of the number of tons of seed crush- 
ed, this statement to be held strictly confidential 
as to details but to be used in the aggregate for 
the benefit of the convention. I am sorry to 
gay that some mills have not answered, but 
replies have been received from a very great 
majority of them. With the kind assistance of 
parties well qualified to reach a correct estimate 
of the receipts of the mills from which answers 
had not been received, I sum up that 8 mills 
have received during the past season, and up to 
this moment 554,600 tons of seed. 

Now to reach the amount of oil and cake con- 
sumed in the United States, I have endeavored 
to get the total amount of oil and oil cake or 
mealexported. Unfortunately, under the pres- 
ent system, the oil cake and oil meal are ex- 
ported under the geueral appellation of cake or 
meal, whether made from linseed or cotton- 
seed. Hence it has been found materially im- 
possible even to approximate the quantity of 
cottonseed cake or meal exported, and conse- 
quently to reach the quantity supposed to have 
been consumed at home. To guard against such 
contingencies in the future, I have written to 
the Chief of the Bureau of Statistics at Wash- 
ington, suggesting the propriety of keeping the 
records separate for each quality of cake or 
meal to commence with the new fiscal year on 
the first of July next. Whether this suggestion 
will be adopted the future can only tell. 

The exports of oil to June h have been 

431 barrels, with 4,300 barrels in course of shi 
ment from the port of New Orleans alone, nak- 
ing a total to date of 12,731 barrels exported as 

it 12,186 barrels from September 1, 1881, to 
tember 1, 1882. 

While alluding to this matter of export, it is 

probably well to state here under what circum- 
ces cottonseed oil has been virtually pro- 
bited from Spain by an excessive duty. 
If I am _ correctly informed, it seems 
that the olive growers of Spain, feeling 
that cotton seed oil was coming more 
and more into into competition with their own 
rodt in their own markets charged that it was 
urious to health. Thereupon the Spanish 
Government appointed a committee of chemists 
and scientists to investigate the matter. The 
rt my informant says, was to the effect that 

oil was a pure and wholesome article 


contain absolutely nothing detri- 
health. finding it impossible to pro-

American money and measure, I find it is an or- 
dinary duty of 5 23-100 cents and an extraordi- 
nary duty of 13 10-100 per gallon of gross 
weight; that is, th: package pays the duty as 
well as the oil itself. 

I am told that the question of duty now being 
levied by the Italian Government, it is attract- 
ing some attention in Italy itself, and doubtless 
with proper attention and care, a public senti- 
ment might be aroused, especially in Northern 
Italy, which would lead to the repealing of the 
almost prohibitory duty. This Subject is one 
which should engage your utmost attention. 

It may be well for you to consider whether 
this is not the proper time to bring more pro- 
minently before the public the good and varied 
qualifications of your oil. Possibly it might be 
a good plan to appoint aspecial committee with 
suitable powers, to place before the press of the 
country, this most important question. 

And now, allow me to congratulate you upon 
the fact that through the active exertions of a 
number of mill owners acting through the 
Representatives in Congress of their respective 
States, the duty recommended by the Tariff 
Commission, has not been adopted. Had the 
United States Congress adopted the conclusions 
of the report imposing a duty of only 25 = 
cent. advalorem upon cottonseed oil of foreign 
manufacture, our industry would have re- 
ceived a blow from whichit scarcely could have 
recovered. 


The Committee on Insurance handed in a re- 
port which was ordered printed and upon which 
action was deferred until later in the session. 

The committee on general business reported, 
and one of the principal topics brought'forward 
was the suggestion that a committee be ap~ 
pointed to confer with Railroad Commissioner 
Fink and endeavor to secure from the various 
transportation lines a proper classification of 
cottonseed products. It was shown during the 
consideration of this question that cottonseed 
meal shipped east and intended for feeding pur- 
poses, paid an infinitely higher rate of freight 
than corn or any other grain, and that at the 
South the rate was higher than upon any other 
feed or fertilizer. Lack of uniformity in classi- 
fication was also showr, a difference in the rates 
on “cottonseed oil”’ and “ cooking oil”’ exist- 
ing on some Southern roads. Messrs, Durham, 
Robinson and Frank were appointed a com- 
committee of three to visit New York and con- 
fer with Commissioner Fink in: relation to the 
matter. 


With a view to developing the export trade in 
cottonseed oil, a’committee consisting of Messrs: 
Aldige, Adoue and Baker, wis appointed to 
take measures toward securing a modification 
of import duties in Italy and Mexico, to open 
those markets for this product. The com- 
mittee hopes, through the Italian press, to in- 
fluence public opinion in favor of cottonseed 
oil as being equal in every respect to olive 
oil for food purposes, and costing 
much less. It is hoped that 
the commercial treaties between the United 
States and Italy and Mexico may be constructed 
so as to favor cottonseed products. 

As a means of relieving the home market 
from a surplus production of oil it was recom- 
mended that a committee of three be appointed 
to secure information as to supply and probable 
future yield of oil, and when in their opinion 
the American market needs relief that thena 
number of mills representing the majority of 
boxes shall have power to call upon the several 
mills of the Association for whatever quantity 
of crude oil it may deem necessary to export. 
The quantity required of each mill to be in pro- 
portion of its boxes to the total number of 
boxes in the mills of the Association. The 
stock not to exceed a cargo of 3,500 barrels. 
The committee also to have power tosell, export 
or consign the same to Europe to either a com- 
mision merchant or exporter, at a price not less 
than 5 cents below the price for crude oil at the 
point of export; making arrangement for the 
several mills to draw for the value of their 
crude oil less the 5 cents per gallon. The com- 
mittee to remit to the several mills any amount 
they may be able to save for the mills over and 
above the margin allowed. Any mill to have 
the privilege of remitting to the committee the 
margin of 5cents per gallon on oil called for, 
on the basis of 45 gallons to the barrel to make 
out the export shipment. 

This plan met with a number of objections, 
which seemed to show its impracticability and 
the proposition was finally tabled. 

The consideration of these questions and the 
usual discussion concerning the loss of stocks 
occupied the greater part of the session which 
was continued into the evening with only a 
brief recess. 

On Wednesday morning the convention met 
in open session at 10:30. There being no com- 
mittees to report the chair called for sugges- 
tions as to the general business. Mr, Urquhart 
asked for an expression by the convention as to 
the place for holding the next convention. 

Mr. Katzenberger nominated White Sulphur 
Springs. 

Mr. Durham proposed Niagara Falls. 

Mr. Cochran named Arkansas City. 

Mr. Urquhart nominated St Louis, and an- 
other member suggested Boston, 

The advantages of the several places were dis- 
cussed at considerable length, and St. Louis was 
finally agreed upon. 

The chair;then asked the convention to decide 
upon a time for meeting, and after some debate 
May was selected, the exact date being left to 
the discretion of the President. 

The chair then announced that he was ready 
to receive further suggestions. 

Mr. Baker—A very important matter has been 
suggested byMr. Sullivan, of the Rome Mills, 
fwo or three times, and I bring it before the 


Convention to get the sense of it, and that is 
that the mills require a telegraphiccode. And 
it would save a large amount of money in the 
course of the year, in the way of telegraphing, 
from the mills to the brokers, ete, Sometimes 
telegrams are very long and very expensive; 
and after hearing from the gentleman, I would 
suggest that a committee of three be appointed 
and Mr. Sullivan be made chairman of it. 

Mr. Sullivan moved that the Secretary be au- 
thorized to get up a code without any commit- 
tee, and that he be authorized to expend the 
necessary funds to do so. 

Upon further motion, Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Sullivan were appointed to act with the Secre- 
tary, and Mr. Sullivan's motion was adopted. 

The annual assesment for 1883-84 was fixed at 
$15, which was deemed sufficient to cover the 
extra cost of a code to each mill. 

Referring to the code, Mr. Johnson said he 
would ask the gentlemen present, not only mill 
owners but brokers and dealers, to send to the 
Secretary of the association, Mr. Duggan, their 
notes which they have been using in the past, 
and also to look over all their telegraphic dis- 
patches which they have received, and to con- 
struct from those telegraphic dispatches such 
sentences as they have been in the habit of 
using and will desire to use in the future, and 
send a list of those sentences to the Secretary, 
so that proper code words may be applied to 
them and so that the Secretary in com- 
piling this code for general use may follow the 
united experience of the whole association. 
Then we will be able to get up a code which any 
one of us would rather pay $50 or $100 for 
than be without it. 

The Secretary—I would like to put Mr. John- 
son's suggestion asa motion. It will be very diff- 
cult to get this thing up unless everybody helps 
in it, and there are a great many expressions 
used by parties that are misunderstood in tele- 
grams. And all contributions will be thank- 
fully received. 

Mr. Baker—It is understood that it is to cover 
all the production of a mill, lint, seed, cake, 
soap stock and everything. 

The Secretary— Yes: everyting in a mill. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Baker, and 
upon being put by the chair was carried. 


The Chair—I will state that there are several 
parties here connected more less with our busi- 
ness, some of whom would like to address this 
convention, and a motion made by any of you 
to accord the privileges of the floor to these 
gentlemen will be put by the chair. Will you 
fix the time at which these gentlemen may ad- 
dress the Convention? 

Mr. Baker—I move that it be now accorded. 

Mr. Camp seconded the motion, and the chair 
put the same and it was carried. The chair 
thereupon asked if there was any gentlemen 
present in the room who wished to address the 
convention. 

Whereupon Mr. Gildemeister, of New York, 
arose and said: A letter was sent to mea few’ 
days ago, or to my firm. containing an extract 
from a paper which I will read to you. 

The Duke of Richmond presided yesterday 
at a meeting of the Royal Agricultural Society 
where 133 members were el The Chemical 
Committee brought up a report in which Dr. 
Voelcker, one of the most emminent chemists 
in England as you may know, the society's con- 
sulting chemist, directed attention to the fact 
that sometimes cotton cake not infrequently 
contains hard and very indigestible lumps of 
consolidated kernel meal, which renders such 
cake prejudicial to stock consuming it, unless 
the cake be regularly ground as fine as maize 
or barley meal. Contents of steam or water is 
brought in contact with the ground cotton 
seed meal and is apt to produce these large 
lumps of cake, showing an appreciable propor- 
tion of these lumps when merely passed through 


a cake breaker, does not agree with the health 
of the stock. 


Our friends, Messrs. Simmons & Co.,wrote me 
that the report of the agricultural society was 
looked upon by the farmers as a very great 
authority, and they requested me to call the 
attention of this*convention to this extract, as 
influencing the purchasing farmer against the 
use of our product. Don’t mention any par- 
ticular brand, you know, it is only a general 
reference. That is all, Mr. Chairman. 

The Chair—This is very valuable information. 
I have no doubt it is worth while being taken 
into consideration. Has any gentleman any 
remarks to make on the reading of this 
paper? 

Mr. Heller, of New York—I had the pleasure 
of meeting a great many of you last year at 
New York, andI take pleasure to see you again, 
and I wish to mention that there has been one 
particular point, that we are users of your 
material for fertilizing purposes in this country 
as well as for feeding purposes in Europe. We 
have shipped a great deal of your material to 
the other side, and we have used here in this 
country a great deal of it. We find one diffi- 
culty that I think I shall call to the attention 
of all the presses here. That is the difficulty of 
classifying meal or cake. This business of cot- 
ton seed mea) and cake is becoming a very 
large business in this country as well as on the 
other side, and every business except cotton- 
seed meal or cake has its definitions as to what 
other grades are, for instance wheat is classified 
by commission in every city. When you sella 

thousand bushels of number 1 wheat you are 
apt to give the man 800 bushels of number 1 
and 200 of number 2, and deliver him all as 
number 1, he is likely to have it all rejected if 
itis mixed together. I have had occasion to see 
5,000 bags of cottonseed meal of which 2,500 were 
prime, and the balance was not prime. A dis- 
pute arose as to whether the whole of it should 


be accepted as prime or should be rejected as | 





not prime. I think it would be well for all the 
cotton crushers to see that their meal when 
shipped in one lot should be as near alike as 
possible, because this avoids all trouble and 
difficulty in the delivery of the thing. I heard 
it spoken of by several gentlemen from New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia and other places, 
that such has been the case with them as well 
as with others, that difficulties have arisen in 
classifying meal or cake. I think while you 
gentlemen are here all together something ought 
to be done. I understand they have made a rule 
in St. Louis as to what shall be prime cotton- 
seed meal or cake. I thank you, gentlemen: 
for your attention. 

The President—The chair would call the at- 
tention of the gentleman who has just spoken 
to the rules established by the cotton exchange 
ot New Orleans, upon the qualifications of 
cottonseed meal, at page 9, rule 12, of this 
pamphlet, It has recently been adopted and is 
worthy a consideration of all the members 
here. 

The chair then announced that the committee 
to go east would consist of Mr. Robinson, Mr. 
Durham and Mr. Frank. 

Mr. Simmons—There is some difficulty in oil 
or meal, or other of our material. Suppose we 
send a night message saying we will sell you 
five-cars of prime meal for such a price. That 
ig received the néxt morning. The question 
sometimes arises, how long now is that offer 
open for acceptance by the broker; what is the 
custom of the mill? I know of one occasion 
when there was some little disagreement, not 
material, but some little feeling arose from that 
circumstance. How long will the offer stand 
so that a party may accept or reject? I would 
like to have some party speak. It is important 
whether it obtains all of that whole day, or 
whether it is limited to 12 o'clock, or 3 o'clock, 
or 2 o’clock, whatever the banking hours are in 
New York. 

Mr. Katsenberg—If I were to receive a mes- 
sage of that kind, worded as the preceding 
gentleman has just stated, I should consider 
that the order was good for that day unless pre- 
viously countermanded. It is all a matter of 
contract, and wheri a man makes an offer it 
would be natural for him to put a limit as to 
time. Now, the construction that any buyer 
would put upon that would be that it held good 
for that day unless countermanded. Still it 
should be always distinctly stated how longa 
man leaves it open. 

Mr. Simmons—What time of the day is the 
closing} hour for business would be 
a very important question. Now 
banking hours is the day for the banks, other 
hours for other business. Now, the question 
is, what is that limit? 

Mr. Heller—In regard to this matter, I think 
it is of very large importance. Let me say to 
you here that I think your business should be 
ruled the same as any other business in this 
country. There is a vast amount of business 
done in every other line, besides the oil, cake 
and meal business, and as I understand it, and 
as business usually is known, that if any offer 
of that description is made, it is open until it is 
withdrawn, whether it is one month or six 
weeks or six months. When an offer is made 
without any restrictions it is open until it is 
either rejected or withdrawn. You cannot 
make any rule of one day, or two days, or three 
days, and unless a man makes a restriction it is 
good for all time to come. 

Mr. Katzenberg—I concur with the preceding 
speaker; I would never consider it, however, as 
he does. The fluctuations in the market do not 
justify any buyer putting such a construction 
on an offer, but when you come toa technical 
meaning I suppose it is so. 

The Chair—I would suggest that words be in- 
serted in the telegraphic code to cover that. 

Mr. Heller—I mean in the usual course of 
business in every other line, when an offer is 
made without any restriction it is meant for all 
time to come, until it is either accepted or 
withdrawn. 

The chair thought there were several gentle- 
men who would like to hear the views of Mr. 
Dyer on the question. 

Mr. Dyer—I am rather an inside party, and 
would rather hear ‘some other. The question 
has arisen, and I presume Mr. Simmons has no 
objection to my stating out of an offer 
made by his company to ours. Our re 
lations are very friendly, indeed, yet it is a 
question that may arise any day, and we would 
like to know how it is. j 

Mr. Johnson—I think it would be well for us 
to settle this matter at this meeting of the asso- 
ciation, and we can do so by passing a resolu- 
tion that it is the opinion of all themembers of 
this association, that any offer which shall be 
made them by night message shall only be open 
for a reply to them by 6 o’clock of the follow- 
ing day unless otherwise eqpressed. Then the 
broker, or whoever we may telegraph would 
have the opportunity to sell those goods, will 
have the whole day to think about it, and after 

bank closes can send his reply which would be 
received by the party before 90’clock of the fol- 
lowing day. 

Mr. Katzenberg—It seems to me if we adopted 
in this convention any such rule or law we may 
conflict with rules and regulations of other 
bodies to which we belong. Now, for instance, 
lama member of the exchange at Memphis, 
and if I do business there 1am amenable to its 

rules. Now, if you make rules here in conflict 
with those rules, why, you would be placing me 
in a very awkward ‘position. These questions 
can be safely left to themselves. If 
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makes me an offer for any of his product I will 
put.a liberal construction on it. If I cannot 
answer that day, I will communicate again and 
ask for more time, and in that way I have been 
able to avoid any serious difficulty so far, and I 
think we should not make this rule, because 
some of us live in New York, and some in St. 
Louis, and some in Memphis, and are already 
amenable to other bodies with which we may 
conflict, and my opinion is thatjthe matter had 
better be left to work its own salvation. 

Mr, Simmons—When I send atelegram I don’t 
think I ought to wait four or five or ten days 
foran answer. Itis hardly reasonable for the 
gentleman who spoke a while ago to say that it 
ig for a week or a month, but that when I tele- 
graph that is an offer for prompt acceptance, so 
far as that is concerned. 


I want.to be set right among the brokers and 
crushers as to what we understand when we 
send a night message. I want it settled so there 
will be no harsh rubbing. That is all I desire. 

Mr. Duggan—We spoke a little while ago 
about this code. It shows the necessity of get- 
tidg up a code that will cover those points. Let 
us have a code now by the assistance of all that 
will designate in its definition what is meant. 
For instance, “Abbott” will be “good until 6 
o’clock to-morrow evening.’ You can put a 
much definition to the words as you please and 
it- will be all governed by this definition in your 
code, “Good until 6 o’¢lock, to-morrow even- 
ing, or three days,’’or whatever time. We can 
hava a varicty of words representing the same 
subject. This all shows the necessity of getting 
up acorrect code and using it,in such cases 
where there will be no dispute, no mistake. For 
that reason it behooves all to assist in getting 
up a@ correct code, and I hope you will lend this 
committee your assistance in doing it. 

Mr. Falls—We have a word for every hour in 
the day. 

Mr. Baker—Anything we could do among 
ourselves, has no binding force upon any out- 
side party who is not a member of this associa- 
tion, and I would like to call The attention of 
the member to that fact, that the legislation 
here amounts to nothing with an outsider. I 
wish to call the gentleman’s attention to the 
fact that we cannot legislate for the world at 
large. It can only legislate for our own people 
and cannot affect any outsider who is nota 
member of this association. It has no legal 
effect upona gentleman who proposes to hold 
any member of this association up to what he 
thinks it is at the time it is made. When a man 
makes an offer to another. he must provide in 
that offer when it shall end, he cannot hold any 
outsider unless he does specify precisely what 
he proposes. Otherwise he is bound. You must 
not forget that. We have no right to make 
laws for people who are not members of this 
association. 

Mr. Heller—I do not mean that unless re- 
stricted the offer is to last forever, I mean the 
law says, “‘ Within a reasonable time.” I have 
learned of cases that have been decided by the 
Supeme Court of New York, that such is the 
law, that when you make an offer unconditional, 
and it is accepted within a reasonable time, that 
binds the party making the offer. That were 
you make offers without rescription to the par- 
ties receiving it, that it is good until you 
withdraw it, within a reasonable time, as the 
law says. 

Mr. Jobnson—My experience is not according 
to that of the gentleman’s remarks. I have 
dealt in cotton for a great many years, but we 
find all of us, that there is a great deal of diffi- 
culty arising from every experience, which we 
realize is the law, and it would be well for us in 
our association to state that all offers close at 6 
o’clock following the day upon which they are 
made, unless otherwise expressed, because in 
our haste in sending off messages we sometimes 
neglect to put in a word, and if that were the 
understanding throughout the trade, that offers 
are only open for 2% hours then here would be 
no misunderstanding about settlements, and T 
think we better be authorized any how, that if 
any one chooses then to keep their offer longer 
they can use a code word, for one day or one 
week, or any time that they choose. 

Mr. Sullivan—Mr. Churchill, of the Louisville 
Refining Company, is here, and I would like to 
have him give us his views. 

Mr. Churchill—Gentlemen: My experience 
in the oil business has been of so limited extent 
that I feel some hesitancy in expressing an 
opinion among gentlemen who have your great 
experience in it, but I wanted to direct your 
attention while I make a few remarks in re- 
gard to what constitutes prime oil, and the 
rules which seem to govern on the subject. 
Our own experience has led us to believe that 
the test is rather an unfair one, and I will illus- 
trate it by citing a recent instance that came 
under our view. We had a certain lot of oil 
that we purchased a while ago which we said 
did not come up to sample, and we sent down 
to the broker the vials in which we bought it, 
telling him that we would send him ten or a 
dozen samples, and that if he found that the 
oil which he had sent us did not come up to the 
sample by which we had bought, he need 
not take it. He submitted this to the Board 
of Arbitration, and they not only said that 

these samples were equal to the sample by 
which he had bought, but really the 
gamples that we sent were superior. 
We tested them, and the result was widely 
different. The sample by which we bought, 
when we subjected it to this test—We tested a 


number Of samples, and the result was we 
ight oil, and the samples which we sent tb 8 


gentleman were taken from the same barrel 
which we had subjected to this test. I under- 
stand that the rules governing these Boards of 
Arbitration are that the oil is to be judged 
by taste, color and odor. I was talking with a 
gentleman who represented one of the mills 
here, and he told me that he agreed with me 
that that was not a correct test, not an accu- 
rate one, and illustrated it by saying that he 
hap sold two lots of oil, and that the pur- 
enaser had declared that one of these lots was 
not prime and sending back samples of the oil. 
He called in his refiner and asked him his opin- 
ion in regard to it, and his refiner pronounced 
that sample to be the best, which had been re- 
jected by the purchaser. A broker told me 
that in investigating the matter he had drawn 
two samples of oil from the same barrel and 
had submitted it to a refiner, and that he pro- 
nounced one of these sample a bad quality of 
oil, and pronounced the other sample a good 
quality of oil, and both were from the same 
barrel; it seeme to me that the most accurate 
of all tests is the chemical test, and I think it 
would be well, I advance this opinion with 
hesitancy, but I think it would be well, upon 
boards of arbitration, to have a reliable chem- 
ist, or at least to make some rule which would 
be more accurate than that of taste, smell and 
color; because every gentleman knows that if 
he has been smoking that his taste is very 
much dulled, and, as to smell, he is not as relia- 
ble atone time as at another, and color, I 
think, misleads very otten. I hardly know 
what rule to suggest in the matter. I will 
leave it to you, gentlemen, but it was sug- 
gested to me this morning by a gentleman that 
he thought there ought to be some rule, such 
as that prime oil should be so and go, that 
would guide the arbitration, some per cent. 
that would be 8, 10 or 12 per cent, whatever was 
fair. 

It has been argued that oil from different dis- 
tricts in the South are Of different qualities and 
that this would bean unfair test,but I think that 
would not hold good. It is only fair that if differ- 
ences exist they should be known and that 
they could get a higher price for the oil. I hope 
that where these different boards of arbitration 
are in the oil center, that they will be given 
some rules to guide them, other than those 
under which they now act, as I think it is un- 
fair to the purchaser of oil. 

The chair—I am requested to state that the re- 
port on the insurance matter will not be 
ready until 12 or 1 o’clock shis evening, and that 
that sucject cannot be taken up up until that 
time. 

Mr. Waynesburg—I d0n’t know whether it is 
proper to bring the meal question before the 
convention at this time or not, cut it is some- 
thing that has been agititating us considerably 
during the past season as to the quality as to 
fineness, and I understand that some of the 
crushers have decided one way or another, and 
it seems to me that it might be wise for us to 
determine here in convention whether we will 
or not make two special grades of cottonseed 
meal. Of course last year we ventilated con- 
siderably upon the quality of meal we would 
make, and yet we find it constantly returning 
day after day, complaints as to coarse and fine 
meal. I hold with a great many others that it is 
a ridiciculous idea to grind meal as fine as flour 
to feed cattle. I think that after a while it will 
be necessary for us just to sellon sample, and 
the same case would apply to the oil as preceded 
just now. 

The chair—I would like to state that there is 
another subject to come up at the next meet- 
ing. That will be the memorial to be drawn 
by the committee of which Mr. Johnson is the 
chairman and to be submitted to this meeting. 

A recess was then taken and upon reasembling 
Mr. Robertson, chairman of the committee, 
made the following report: 


Your committee on freights on cottonseed 
mill products take leave to report that while 
they have not had time to draw up a formal 
memorial to Commissioner Fink, Eney have 
come to the conclusion that the memorial 
should cover the following points, name y: 

First—That a large proportion of cottonseed 
meal is used as a fertilizer, and therefore should 
be classed as fertilizers in making freight rates. 

Second—That there are two grades of this 
proportion between the value of the product 
named and the rate of Svein charged on it, the 
propostios being from a half to two-thirds of 
he product at the mill. For instance, a car- 


load of cotton, from say Memphis to Boston, 


being worth $2,500, the rate is 70 cents per hun- 
dred, while a car of cottonseed meal, worth 
$250, is charged 40 cents per hundred, 

Third—That the greenest rate is forcing the 
product of inland mills to New Orleans for ex- 
port, all of which would probably go east if the 
rates were more reasonable. 

Your committee suggests that the rates on 
oil and meal, especially the latter, should be 
brought to the attention of Commissioner 
Fink, also for revision and reduction and ask 
for additional authority to act in this matter. 

There was one other matter that has escaped, 
for the time being, the attention of the commit- 
tee, which was suggested before the committee 
by some gentleman present, and that was the 
delay attending shipments of meal and oil and 
all the products. suppose it is within the ex- 
perience of most of the crushers present that 
complaints have been made from time to time 
of the delay attending shipments, eg 
that of meal, and your committee woul oak. t 
know it was agvecd upon that they should ask, 
for authority to act in that matter also with the 

‘oad people 

Mr. Urquhart—I move the committee have 
furtber time for report, and that they have full 
authority to cover in their memorial all the 
products of the cottonseed oil business. 

The motion was adopted. 

Mr. Robertson—Is it understood that this 
memorial after it is prepared is to be submitted 

for adoption to this convention? The points as 


' Lhaveread then are to be contained in this 
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memorial. Would it be necessary to submit 
that? 

The President—The understanding of the 
Chair is that the committee has full power to 
draft the memorial, and receiving the signa- 
tures of the officers of this convention, it will 
be a proper document. Is that the understand- 
ing of the gentlemen? 


There was a general assent to this proposi- 
tion. 


The President—The proof sheets of the insur- 
ance matter have just been brought in. Un- 
fortunately all the copies are not ready. Mr. 
Camp will read the document. 


Mr. Camp then read the report of the com- 
mittee, which is necessarily omitted until our 
next issue. 

Mr. Camp—There were two modes discussed 
by the committee as to how this company 
should be organized, upon what plan; and but 
two were thought of or could be; one bya 
charter and the other by aco-partnership. Both 
have some objections. One has less than the 
other. By a charter there are two states in 
which mills exists that we might have some 
trouble in, in regard to the laws of the state, 
one is Mississippi and the other is Illinois. All 
the other states from South Carolina and Texas 
and Louisana, the laws I understand are alike 
as regards insurance companies’ charters. The 
other is by a co-partnership, which in some 
respects may be better. That is: for you to de- 
cide, if this matter is worthy of your considera- 
tion. Either one can be worked out under this 
plan. 

I will say that these statistics have been re- 
ceived fromthe mills. Looking them over and 
judging from the average cost of the other 
mills, is a very fair way toaverage. I have, 
since the report was made up received seven 
more, making forty-three mills and they do 
not change the figures. 

The President—W hat disposition will be made 
of the report. It is now open for discussion. 
Will any gentleman make any suggestions on 
this report. 

Mr. Baker—The only way you can get at the 
subject of insurance is to organize a company. 
This association as an association has no right 
to go into the insurance business. We will have 
to organize a company in the regular way. The 
mutual cottonseed insurance company would 
have to be organized with its officers in the 
usual way under the laws of any state in which 
it is organized. I take it that Memphis being 
a central point would be the proper place to 
organize and establish an insurance office. 
There is but one other way after that and that 
is for every member of this association who 
wishes to take stock in the insurance company, 
can go and take it to the extent that he sees 
proper to do so; and to make it legal and make 
it binding and worth anything it must be done 
in a legal way. The recommendation here is 
that we have a mutual insurance company 
among ourselves and that is the only way to 
make it worth anything. If they want todo 
any business outside of the association that 
would be a matter also among themselves, how 
they would dothat. A simple insurance com- 
pany or a simple agreement between ourselves 
to insure each other, would not be worth any- 
thing. Lightening would strike the whole of us 
at one time. We would not know how we were 
going to get a dollar’s worth of insurance and 
who we were going to get it out of because the 
law of this state, for instance, and many other 
states, would not recognize the company at all, 
They would not be legylly organized and the 
gentleman who wisbhed to have an association 
for insurance purposes will have to get at it 
in that way. They will have to get their charter, 
their stockholders and officers and go regularly 
to work like any other insurance company 
would do, with the understanding that we all 
insure with them as far as we think it is to our 
interest to do so. 

Mr. Johnson—Mr. President, I will say that I 
am in favor of a plan of this kind. I havea 
personal friend who has been secretary of an 
insurance company for cotton mills, and he re- 
marked to me two months ago, when I saw him, 
that they had been able to return 90 per cent of 
premium paid to the mills, and that the plan 
had been a very successful one indeed, and was 
entirely satisfactory to the cotton mills which 
had gone into this association. So that if we 
could be so successful as that it would certainly 
be a very great advantage to us. But I take it 
that Mr. Baker’s suggestion is a good one, and 
that this company would have to be organized 
by one or more individuals who would take 
upon themselves the responsibility of getting 
up such a company as that, and then if the 
management was such as would meet with the 
approval of the different mill organizations, 
they would doubtless place part of their insur- 
ance with the company, as they did with other 
companies, As a matter of course, we could 
not insure all of our mills with this mutual 
company. It would only be a help, and we 
could only take each of us five or ten thousand 
dollars in this company. It would not be policy 
for any insurance company to take over ten 
thousand dollars on any one mill. I think that 
it would be a help to us in the insurance line 
and one that would meet with our earnest at- 
tention and close investigation, and I regret 
very much that those printed circulars have 
not been in our hands so that we could ex- 
amine them a litt more carefully, and I think 
by the time another year rolls around that some 
plan will be adopt, 

Mr. Johnson—I do; not see how we can take 


action on it now. It is only for us to look into, 
as I see. 

Mr. Camp—Mr. President, the committee did 
not contemplate that this association shoukKd 
form a company. and it be under the organiza- 
tion of this association, but should bring before 
the members of this association the matter and 
get their views as to whether it is not practi 
cable and whether it is not to our interest pecu- 
niarily to form a company of this kind,whether 
it be under a charter or a co-partnership. I 
have not the figures here—I thought I had 
brought them along with me—to show the 
profits that have been made by such co-operas 
tion as this would be—declaring 30 and 40 per 
cent a year with no greater risk than this. 

Mr. Baker—They had the whole thing organ- 
ized in Boston and if this committee should see 
proper they could find out how the thing ie 
done there on the mutual plan. It is the same 
thing except it is cotton mills instead of oil 
mills. You would get the whole plan and find 
out how it is done and save yourselves a vast 
deal of labor if you refer to Mr. Edward Atkin 
son of Boston, who is president of a large 
association there in which the cotton mille 
alone are interested. He will give you all the 
points. You will give them the name of the 
gentleman in Providence? 

Mr. Johnson— Yes, sir. 

Mr. Camp—There is one matter more, which 
I desire to call attention to. In the winter 
season we might think that we carry more in- 
surance than we ought, our running time being 
from October to the first or middle.of May, 
about five months of the year. We might re- 
insure during that time to be safe. Practically 
we are seven months that we are not running, 
and the risks are very light compared with the 
other five months, and there is no deduction 
made to us at all, and all the risk there is in the 
mills is simply the danger from people adjoin- 
ing us or some accident or incendiaries, but so 
far as any danger of our own within ourselves 
is concerned, it is very light for seven months, 
There is no fire and nothing doing about the 
mill and a watchman and one or twomen-about 
it. Seven months in the year we are not run 
ning, and we could re-insure during the five 
months if we thought the risk too great. 

Mr. Robertson—Mr. President, all that has 
been alleged in behalf of this movement is no 
doubt true, but itis an important measure, and 
one we would not like to take action upon in 
our representative capacity without carefu 
consideration. Facility and opportunity has 
not been afforded us to do that, and, therefore, 
I suggest that this matter be postponed until 
the next annual session of this convention. 

The President—In the meanwhile the pamph- 
lets be distributed. 

Mr. Baker—I move that this committee have 
further time to look into the question and per- 
fect the work. 

Mr. Simmons—Mr. President, I have been in 
the insurance business for ten or fifteen years. 
I represent about fifteen millions of dollara in 
our locality and I have done all classes of in- 
surance. I do the insurance for our own milL 
It costs about $1,500 to $2,000 and we have not 
got a big mill at that. This amount is a large 
tax upon us. Last year the same question 
arose, according to the minutes of the conven- 
tion, and I notice some parties still wish it to go 
over another year. Since the last meeting ac- 
cording to the gentleman, they have sifted this 
very carefully and with a great deal of labor 
and a great deal of effort, and he has brought 
it before this convention. For it to go over 
another twelve months more, without any 
positive action, the probability is it will go over 
another year. I do not see any reason why it 
might not go over another year after the lapse 
of this incoming year. 

Everybody knows the price of insurance, It 
is a question for us to say whether we are 
willing to guarantee one to another the losses 
that may be incurred in the meantime, It is 
true that this Association as an insurance com- 
pany need not necessarily take all the amount 
that any particular mill may want, but it 
would aid us very materially, and I am sure we 
could get our rates reduced, I represent three 
corporations in the South and North and Can- 
ada that do this closs of insurance and they 
command just exactly what they want, be- 
cause they are the only ones that take these 
peculiar risks, and it does seem to me thatif 
those papers that you have had printed, the 
proof-sheets of which are before you, were dis- 
tributed this afternoon and looked over during 
the night, that some plan among the ingenious 
minds of this convention might suggest some- 
thing that could be adopted either by an execu- 
tive committee or by correspondence, within 
three or four months, and it would help us very 
much, The taxation on us forinsurance is very 
large. Now I can assure you that I am bene 
fited by the commissions which I receive on thie 
insurance. It is money in my pocket, but at 
the same time it goes out one way when it 
comes in the other, andI am on both sides of 
the question and sincerely hope that the con- 
vention will take some measures by which this 
immense taxation may be reduced. We pay 
tour, four and a half, five and five and a quar 
ter annually and there is no hope except in thie 
convention for a reduction, and as certainly as 
you reduce the per cent. those companies will, 
That is my belief. 

Mr. Baker—Mr. President, there is a shore 
way out ofthis thing. It does not require any 
discussion. Let the gentlemen organize the 
company and wo will take stock in it. We 
don’t require any papers to look over anything, 
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Now I do not pay but two and a half per cent. 
I imagine that those Canada and other com- 
panies must be very anxious to get all our 
money. Why they should want such large 
premiums I do not know unless it is to pay 
commissions to the agents. They do get en- 
ormous amounts, there is no doubt about that. 
They are very extortionate and very extrava- 
gant, and I say now, that if the gentleman wishes 
to organize a company I will take stock in it 
and give them my insurance. That is the only 
way. There is no use in talking about it. We 
all know what business is and let those gentle- 
men in Memphis organize the company under 
the laws of that State. We have had it fora 
year, to be sure, and we will have it for five 
years. We know just what to do now as well 
ag we will next year, as the gentleman says, 
The only way to do is to organize the company 
and go ahead. I suggest Memphis because it is 
a central point, and one from which they can 
reach us in all directions. They have only to 
organize and appoint their officer and go to 
work. 


Mr. Camp—Mr. Baker is very much favored. 
I notice that in his report he only pays two 
and a half per cent. There are only two others 
in the report that pay that. The next is three 
thirty-three and one-third, and then it goes 
from there up to six and a half per cent. I 
think there are but three mills of the thirty-six 
that pay as low as twoand a half. 

Mr. Frank—I move as a substitute for Mr 
Baker's motion that the Cottonseed crushers’ 
Association recommend to the various'members 
of this association that they form a mutual in- 
surance company on a plan submitted by the 
committee or such other mode as they deem 
proper. 

Mr. Baker—I will withdraw my motion. I 
want to see the business go on. 

The President—It is moved by Mr. Frank that 
the Cottonseed Crushers’ Association recom- 
mend to the various members of this associa- 
tion to form a mutual insurance company ona 
plan submitted by this committee or such other 
plan as they deem proper. 

The substitute of Mr. Frank was adopted. 

The President—The chair is ready to hear any 
other suggestion. 

Mr.Urquhart—I would suggest that my friend 
Mr. Baker, with all his modesty, and he has a 
great deal of it, you know, would give his 
views upon the oil question. We had a 
little of it last night and it is so 
very interesting we would like to have 
it repeated and a little addition made to it. He 
ig a very happy talker and I think he could en- 
lighten us very much. 

Mr. Baker—I have no views whatever on 
grease. I expect to go to Italy with you, Mr. 
President, next summer, and we can tell more 
about it after we get back. I could not talk 
anything about oil. [am nothing but a maker 
of crude oil,and the refined gentlemen here 
can do more than we manufacturers, and I have 
told them over and over again that all I have to 
say about oil is that if they don’t refine it ana 
put it into the market so that people can eat it 
they won't sell it. I donot wish to make a 
speech. [am no talker, no orator, never made 
a speech in my life. I talk among business men 
and do the best I can. Iam certain Iam not 
able to entertain you with a speech. 

Mr. Urquhart—I would like to hear from Mr. 
Baker, his opinion on adulterating cottonseed 
oil with lard. 

Mr. Baker—I have never tried it. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Baker—Mr. President, to fill in time, I 
move that the thanks of this association be 
tendered to Messrs. Kenly and Jenkins for 
courtesies extended to us during our stay in 
Chicago, also to the proprietors of this hotel 
for the use of this room, 

The President—I shall put the motion with 
the utmost pleasure because as chairman of this 
convention it was my duty to come here to 
Chicago to see whether I could select quarters for 
our meeting, and I have always found Messrs. 
Kenly and Jenkins ready and anxious todo 

whatever they could for the crushers. They 
have devoted a great deal of time running 
about the hotel, etc., and assisted me and whilst 
I was away from Chicago exchnged telegrams, 
as I explained yesterday, when they found 
out that we could not have decent quarters on 
account of the great crowd that was expected 
in Chicago, and knowing all these matters per- 
sunally, I shall certainly put the motion with 
the utmost pleasure. Are you ready ‘for the 
question? 

Mr. Riley—Mr. President, I move as an am- 
endment that the press be added. 

Mr, Baker—I accept the amendment. 

The President—It will be the pleasure of the 
chair to add the press. 

The motion was adopted and the president 
asked if there were any gentlemen not connect- 
ed with the crushers who desired to address 
the meeting on any subject ? 

Mr. Baker—I think the gentlemen of the 
Press ought to say something. I think they 
might tell us a little something about Chicago 
and. hog lard, and what great hopes they have 
of our doing this miserable hog’s lard a little 
g00d by injecting a little cottonseed oil into it. 

The members of the press declined to make 
any remarks. 

Mr, Urquhart—Tye Chicago people have been 
Pretty well advised, I think, of what becomes 
of our oil. It might be proper to enlighten 
them of what becomes of our cake, who takes 
it. I will make an assertion that every crusher 
will endorse,and that is that for generosity and 
oyal hospitality Chicago “ takes all the cake.” 
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The President—I am requested to state that 

Messrs. Kenley and Jenkins would like very 
much the members of the Association to visit 
the Board of Trade in a body: and if it be con- 
venient for them to meet to-morrow at two 
o'clock, after resting and taking their lunch, 
to drive out through the city and visit the 
parks. They request me to extend the invita- 
tion to the members of the Association, and I 
trust it wilt be accepted. 
Mr. Riley—I think it is due to Messrs. Kenley 
and Jenkins that we accept their invitation and 
set some hour to meet together and take that 
ride, I move that the invitation be accepted 
at the appointed hour, with the thanks of the 
Association, 


Mr. Camp—If itis proper at this time, I would 
like to have the members of the Association 
discuss this sack question. We dodge it every 
year—on the use and abuse of sacks. Those 
who are interested in that matter would like 
to have it discussed, and see if we 
can come together and devise some plan by 
which we can correct the abuse. There is none 
greater in the crushing business that I know of, 
especially to those of the Mississippi Valley. I 
do not know whether it is the proper time now 
to do it, whether in open session or executive 
session. I would like to have this matter 
brought before the convention, 


The President——Any subject matter can be 
brought up at this time. 

The motion was carried. 

The President introduced Dr. Armstrong, of 
Chicago, to make some remarks on the subject 
of oils, who addressed the convention as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. President and gentlemen of the Conven- 
tion, I have been making some experiments in 
the conversion of cottonseed oil into a lubri- 
cating fluid by the precipitation of the gluten 
and the paraffin? I have succeeded in making 
asample of oil which will lubricate a watch 
and is equal to some oil that I saw at the Expo- 
sition the other day which was sold at $1l2a 
gallon, being entirely free from gluten and not 
adrying oil. It has been argued all the while 
that cottonseed oil being a drying oil could not 
be converted into a lubricating oil; but if 
Bessemer converted iron into steel by the addi- 
tion of oxygen, we certainly can, by changing 
the elements of cottonseed oil, change it into 
a material equal to if not superior to lard oil. 
Two pieces of paper were dampened, one with 
this substance and one with lard oil, and re- 
mained wet alike for a given length of time. 
The tests for gluten failed to precipitate the 
smallest particle. The tests for paraffin failed 
to take out any more and you have aclear, 
soft and limpid oil. 

Dr. Armstrong produced a bottle of clear, 
white, transparent oil, and said: This is a sam- 
ple of the oil and is the natural color of the 
cottonseed oil. If you take cotton and wash it 
with sulphuric ether, you dissolve out of the 
fiber of the cotton the absolute oil and it is 
clear and white as that. This oil is rancid, 
however, having been put in a brass lamp and 
burned, and afterwards in a copper lamp. I 
have two or three other samples. 

Dr. Armstrong produced a bottle of yellow 

oil, and continued: This is a specimen of oil 
that was made from seed that was spoiled. It 
has the characteristic odor of the spoiled seed. 
It is entirely free from gluten and paraffin. It 
is rapid, quick in motion, and will act as a lubri- 
cator in any instance. The sewing machine is 
a very rapid running instrument, and what 
will lubricate a sewing machine will lubricate 
almost anything. I believe that by this pro- 
cess a gallon of oil which costs a very nominal 
sum at the factory can be made equivalent toa 
gallon of lard oil at a very expensive price. 
Two years ago, when here, I showed some of 
this oil to a gentleman, and he not being very 
well acquainted with cottonseed oil, pronounc- 
ed it cylinder refined lard oil. He was in the 
lard oil business. I had undertaken to deceive 
him by adding ten drops of lard oil to a bottle 
of this size. There is one peculiar character- 
tic with all oils, and in fact all substances,which 
have an individual odor of their own, and al- 
though the addition of the cottonseed oil to the 
lard oil makes a very pleasant and pretty mix- 
ture, after a while the odor of the cottonseed 
oul will predominate. While on the subject of 
food that the gentleman was speaking of a few 
moments ago, using it for cookiug purposes, 
there is one little point that I have never 
noticed made before in faver of cottonseed oil 
over the lard oil, and that is that the plant tha} 
produces the oil is never diseased. [Applause.] 
The consequences are that cottonseed can 
never be a diseased oil. It is always a healthy, 
wholesome food; whereas, the finest hog pro- 
duct known may have all the appearance and 
bloom of health, but be from an animal 
sick with some incipient disease which will con- 
taminate the system that we so carefully pre- 
serve; and I further thing that while these ex- 
periments are being performed, and so little is 
known of cottonseed oil, we will before many 
months have an oil that is equal to any oil that 
is known, This sample compares very favor- 
ably with what people think is whale oil; but I 
believe that whale oil changes its name very 
soon after having left the vessel. I would like 
to have the gentlemen notice that oil, and if 
any one would be pleased to have samples to 
test the efficacy of its lubricating qualities, I 
would be most happy to furnish them. I am 
very much obliged to you for your cordial at- 
tention. (Applause.) 


The President—In behalf of the association, I 
wish to tender the thanke of each and every 
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member for the words that you have just 
spoken in favor of cotton oil. 

Mr. Urquart: Mr. President, Representing 
probably one fifteenth of the crushing 
interest of the Soth, I am not quite satisfied to 
let this matter of insurance drop. It is certainly 
a very severe tax on me, and I am willing for 
my combination to take a very large interest in 
stock in the company, provided it is organized, 
and I would like to have the committee in 
charge authorized to proceed and organize an 
insurance company. The success of the organi- 
zation of course, will depend entirely upon the 
encouragement that they receive from the dif- 
ferent mills. 


The President: Let the committee be con- 


tinued, 


Mr. Urquart: I move that the committee be 
continued and they be requested.to organize the 
company for business, and the stock be dis- 


tributed among the different mills, 


Mr. Camp: I am obliged to Mr. Urquart for 
wishing this committee to continue. It is quite 
a compliment to us, but I am the only one of 
the committee here present. I do not know 
whether they would be willing to continue to 
serve. I think it would be better to discharge 
this committee and appoint a new one. Let 
them take up our work and work it up. I speak 
for myself and ask that we be relieved tnd a 
new committee be appointed to go on where we 


have left off with the work. 


Mr. Johnson: Who are the members of the 


present committee ? 
The President gave the names of the com- 
mittee. 


A member—Suppose the gentleman be reap- 
pointed on the committee. The knowledge of 
all the facts which he has would be very valu- 
acle to the committee that we appoint in its 


stead as an insurance committee. 


The President—The Chair would suggest that 
the same committee be reappointed and should 
any member decline to serve for another year 
then it will be the duty of the President to ap- 
point a substitute or substitutes as the case may 
be. Does that meet with the approval of the 


convention? 


Mr. Johnson—Would it not be well to have 
the committee appointed from one locality? If 
Memphis is considered to be the best locality, 
let us have the committee at that point and 
then they can consult with each other and get 
the desired information and can at once go to 
work. The insurance organization cannot work 
with the members of it at such distant localities. 
It is very well for the gentlemen who has given 
us the plan to be located at different points, but if 
they begin active work they must all be located 
at one point. I think it would be desirable that 
Memphis should be the place at which the com- 
pany is organized and let it be composed of 
Memphis men, and we will investigate this mat- 
ter and see what there is in it, and if we find the 
result to be good we can recommend it by cir- 
culars to the various mills for their acceptance 


or rejection. 
Mr. Urquhart—I accept Mr. 


discharged. 


The President—You have heard the motion. 
The amendment having been adopted by the 
mover becomes part of the original motion‘ 
Are there any gentlemen who wish to speak on 
the subjectnow? The motion is to the effect 
that the present committee be discharged and 
another committe composed of the citizens of 
Memphis be appointed for the purpose of or

The motion was carried. 


Mr. Green—As has been said we are paying a 
I move that a 


committee be appointed to interview these in- 


very high rate of insurance. 


surance men doing business in the South, and 


jf we are paying such an extravagant rate of 
premium as has been stated, that an effort be 


made to reduce it if possible. If we are paying 
too much we can reduce it. 

Mr. Urquhart—As an amendment I would 
suggest that Messrs. Camp, Cochran and John- 
son be the committee. 

A Member—Mr. President, I would like to 
suggest a most estimable gentleman and an ex- 
cellent man, an old insurance man, Mr. F. M. 
Nelson. 

Mr. Cochran—I would like to have Mr. Nel- 
gon’s name substituted for mine. 

The President—I do believe we could spare 
you from such a committe. The amendment is 
to add a fourth name to the committee, Mr. F. 
M. Nelson. Is there any objection to the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Nelson on the committee. 
No objection being heard we will vote on Mr. 
Green’s resolution that a committee be ap- 
pointed consisting of four. 

The motion was carried, and the resolution 
adopted. 

Mr. Billingsly—Mr. President, I believe the 
next place of meeting was located at St. Louis. 
It has been suggested that it might be well to 
reconsider that motion, and vote to meet in 
Baltimore, from the fact that we have but little 
hope of working up any particular oilor cake 

business in St. Louis. It is much easier to go to 
St. Louis, but Baltimore being a seaport town, 
we might do ourselves a great deal of good, it 
being very near the mining regions there, the 
Lehigh Valley and the Pennsylvania coal 
fields and a great deal of our oil is used in min- 
ing. We might do ourselves more good by 
meeting there and getting acquainted with 
those people. I mighteay that in figuring for 
export Baltimore people have made a through 
rate to Liverpool by way of Ohio river steamer 
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within 25 cents of what I could sbip by way of 
New Orleans, and absolutely solicited and al- 
most begged the trade. I imagine that a great 
deal of good; might be accomplished by going 
there. Isimply suggest it notin my own behalf, 
but in behalf of others, and we might recon- 
sider our action. 

The President—If any gentleman who vote d 
in the affirmative desires to move a reconsidera- 
tion, I will put the question. 

Mr. Riley—Mr. President, I moveto recon- 
sider the vote by which St. Louis was selecte d. 

The motion to reconsider was carried. 

Mr. Riley—I move that when we meet again 
it be at Baltimore, 

Mr. Billingsly—I had no private notion in 
wishing to go to Baltimore. I desire to obtain 
the greatest good tor the crushers. If we can 
open up any new market that is one peg stuck, 
Many of us might be very glad to meet there, 
It is a great fertilizing point. It is a point, too, 
for which some of our new railroads that are 
now being constructed in the South, are 
making; Baltimore Newport News and that 
country ; and I think we might make it condu- 
cive to our general interest to go there, and 
going in a body in this way of course attracts 
more attention than going as individuals, 
I should think we ought to meet some- 
where and get through with our business and 
then have our frolic. I have been to the races, 
been having a good time generally, but when 
we go to a large city we like to havea good 
time. If we meet at Arkansas City next year I 
think business would be done and wound up in 
three days in good style. 

Mr. Urquart—I had the honor to put St. 
Louis in nomination this morning as our next 
meeting place. I am very much in favor of 
going to Baltimore. I think probably it would 
suit a majority of our crushers. 

The motion to meet in Baltimore was car- 
ried. 

The President—Shall the time be the month 
of May. Shall the same reasons prevail in 
Baltimore as in St. Louis for holding the mee t- 
ing in May? 

Mr. Nelson—I move that June be substituted, 

Mr. President—A reconsideration should be 
moved first. Any gentleman who voted in the 
affirmative may move to reconsider, 

Mr. Frank—I move that we reconsider the 
vote by which the Month of May was se 
lected. 

The motion was carried. 

A member moved that the meeting be held in 
June. 

Mr. Billingsly—Mr. President, I have no par- 
ticular objection to it, but it seems to me that 
a great many of our crushers close up business 
in the month of June and we want to go 
through and look around and see what we want 
in the way of machinery and supplies, and 
close our business and know what we have 
done. I for one could go away more easily in 
July. We are all North any way in July, ora 
great many of us, but in June we are hardly 
through. Some of us are and some are not, I 
would suggest early in July. 

Mr. Baker—I have been in Baltimore very 
often in July, but I will never go there again 
in July, if I can help it. You could not stand 
it in July, it would be impossible. You would 
have to have it early in June orin May. I can 
assure you of that from sad experience. 

The motion was adopted. 

Mr. Urquart—I desire to offer a resolution, 
tendering thanks to our representatives and 
senators in Congress for the very active and 
energetic stand that they took in rejecting the 
measures brought forth to tax cottonseed oil, 
They worked very energetically and probably 
have put us on a very good footing. They re~ 
sponded very promptly to our call. 

The President—As, probably, some of the 
gentlemen are not posted as to the cireum- 
stances, it may be well to state that the Tariff 
Commission had agreed upon a duty on oils of 
25 per cent. ad valorem. This was not de- 
tected at once, but when it came before Con- 
gress and the report of the Tariff Commission 
was under discussion, some members of this 
association were apprised of the fact, commu-~- 
nicated with the others, and through the head 
quarters of your organization telegrams were 
sent to every mill center in order to enlist the 
sympathy of our different representatives of 
the different States in arraying themselves 
against this movement. It was successful, and 
had it been otherwise English oil would be to- 
day admitted in the United States to our in- 
jury. Are you prepared for the question on 
the motion of Mr. Urquhart? 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Baker—Mr. President, I! would suggest 
that the refiners when we meet next year bring 
samples of refined oil with them, in some shape, 
Now, here in Chicago, they have a great many 

chemists of great talent who have been work- 
ing on this oil, and I think it would be a great 
help to them if they could see samples of these 
different oils. We find these gentlemen at 
work on these oils, and some of them may 
strike something that may be of great value to 
us. Imakeno motion. I wish, however, to 
make a motion that the thanks of this associa- 
tion be tendered to Mr. Durham for his neglect 
of duty as door keeper. (Laughter.) _ 

The President—The Chair would hardly fee 
authorized to put such a motion, with all due 
respect to Mr. Baker. 

Mr. Urquhart—Mr. President, it seems to me 
that our insurance business has gone to the 
basket again. It is bottled up. I think we 


to Cincinnatti, the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad ought not to allow it to drop, and I offer this-ae 
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o'clock on Thursday, a quorum being present 
for the transaction of business. 

Mr. Camp submitted the rcport of the com- 

mittee on meal. 
' Mr. Camp—This is a report of the receipts and 
expenditures in behalf of the Cottonseed Meal 
Exchange, which was established at a prelimin- 
ary meeting in Memphis, in April a year ago, 
and afterwards endorsed by the convention at 
at New York in June. 

The total receipts are $1,240, and the total ex- 
P enditures $1,036. 

Mr. Frank moved that the report be received. 

The motion was carried and the report re- 
ceived. 

The Chairman—Mr. Camp will explain what 

has been the working and conduct of the Ex- 
change. 
' Mr. Camp—Mr. President and gentlemen, it is 
8 long story, and I don’t know whether you de- 
sire to sit here and hear it, for me to give youa 
full explanation of it up to the time the Ex- 
change ceased to operate. As yet we have not 
disbanded, but up to the time we ceased to 
operate I will give it to you. The rules and 
regulations governing this Meal Exchange were 
printed in phamphlet form and were adopted by 
the convention in Memphis in April a year ago, 
and at that time there were nearly, I think, 
twenty-eight or twenty-six mills in the Ex- 
ohange. Afterwards the entire Press Associa- 
tion of New York came in and adopted our 
plan which we had made at Memphis; and these 
Yules and regnilations were printed governing 
that Exchange. They were divided into four 
districts. Mills west of the Mississippi river, 
excepting Helena Mills, were first district, of 
which Mr. Urquhart was elected director. The 
Memphis mills proper, Jackson, Tenn., Hunts- 
ville,, and Nashville were in the second district, 
of which directors were elected, and I was one 
of the directors chosen. The third district was 
further east, of which Mr. Frank, I think, was 
director. Mr. Thompson was also director of 
another district. I have forgotten which one 
now. It was divided into four districts, and 
they composed the board of directors and 
elected a President and Secretary. 

Among the rules that govern that Exchange 
in regard to meal are these: At the opening of 
the season, it was the duty of the President 
to correspond with the directors and 
mill owners and to ascertain the market on 
meal, its relative value as to other competitors 
at the time, and so as to ascertain about what 
the price of meal would be as to other competi- 
tors. And based on that information they were 
to agree upon a price as soon as possible and 
report that'price to the mills, and upon that 
report form {the price, that is, to establish the 
price at the beginning of the season. 

In the latter part of August, as president of 
that exchange, I addreesod a letter to the di- 
rectors, Mr. Urquhart. Mr. Thompson and Mr. 
Frank, and I received no response ‘from any of 
them except Mr. Thompson. Mr. Frank was in 
Germany, and Mr. Urquhart was in the far 
East, and Mr. Thompson was at home, and I re- 
ceived his reply from his home discussing the 
question of the price of meal and what would 
probably be the best tostart atin regard to 
price. Inthe absence of Mr. Frank and also 
Mr. Urquhart, I relied upon Mr. Thompson, 
and we arranged in that way that $23 was a fair 
price to start the meal forjthat season. I then 
sat down and wote to two or three of the lead- 
ing dealers in the East inquiring of them and 
mentioning that we had thought that $23 was 
a fair price to start the meal at the beginning 
of the season, and to get their views in regard 
to it. We established that price of $23 at the 
time, and the exchange was directed to offer so 
much meal, and to get, from the mills of the ex- 
change what amount they would be willing*to 
put into a pool of five or ten thousand tons. It 
resulted in putting intoa pool ten thousand 
tons of meal into my hands to exchange. In the 
meantime there was some meal sold outside and 
about upon that basis. But some of the mills 
did not go into that pool, or at least did not 
conform altogether to the rules of that ex- 
change, and sold on the outside of the ex- 
change. The ten thousand tons were then put 
upon the market and the sale would have made 
the effort of the exchange to keep prices more 
uniform, than they did afterwards,a succss, 
were it not thatthe organization was not uni- 
ted. The mills were not fully agreed upon the 
matter, andsome of them would not accord 
to the rules. Hence, so far as the exchange is 
concerned in keeping a uniform price, or near- 
ly 60, it was not a success. We claim, however, 
that the expenditure of the money that was 
collected has done a great deal of goud to the 
exchange by the circulation of those pamph- 
leta, and we think we have increased largely the 

meal trade and done a great deal good, 

Mr. Johnson—I am Of the opinion, Mr. Chair- 
man, with reference to this meal subject that 
the meal exchange did a great deal of good in 
circulating information in regard to the use of 
th»? meal in various localities; and in my travels 
I have heard very {favorable remarks made in 





























was entirely satisfactory so far as the engage- 
ment was concerned, but the exchange 
was unable to carry out the progrmme, 
and receive compensation for the meal which 
had been soldfor us. But even that arrange- 
ment was better because we had the meal on 
hand, and it ‘is a great deal better to hold to 
the meal than it is! tu havea Memphis broker 
ship it away and pay us nothing for it. 

Mr. Adoue—] rise to make a motion that I 
hope will be in order, I believe that this meet- 
ing has done some good. The formation of 
this Association has done some good, but every- 
body in the room will agree with me thata 
great deal more good could have been accom- 
pilshed if more unity had existed among the 
mills. I suppose that the large number of new 
mills here, to a great extent, contributed to the 
lick of harmony that should exist in bodies 
that are as old as this one; but I think we 
should not neglect anything that may tend to 
bring the members more together and more in 
harmony with one another, and in that way ar- 
rive at better results. We know that all 
o>mmunities, in all associations and in all 
bodies politic there are always men (we will call 
them cranks) that are always ready to disagree, 
not because they have anything to disagree 
about, but just for the sake of hearing them- 
selves talk. On the other hand, there are oth- 
ers who are very liberal in their views, and 
again others who say if there is five dollars to 
be spent we will stay home. In the cities we 
treat these men in a proper manner by levying 
taxes upon all alike, for we have always found 
it a rule that the most interested parties are the 
very ones to keep back and let the liberal citi- 
zens go ahead. I believe this institution ought 
to do more good than it does now, and it will 
do it, if we only keep together. I have just 
written a few lines which I think will help to- 
wards accomplishing that object. I move that 
the Secretary be instructed to have the pro- 
ceedings of this codvention printed and copies 
sent to each mill belonging to the Association. 

The Secretary—We always do that. Every 
mill gets a copy of the proceedings. 

Mr. Adoue—I also move that the Secretary 
have the by-laws of this Association re-printed, 
including the amendment adopted in this con- 
vention, and that two copies of each be sent to 
each mill belonging to this Association. 

Motion adopted. 

Mr. Adoue—I move that the Secretary be in- 
structed also to mail a copy of the new by-laws 
and proceedings of this convention to every 
mill not represented, inviting them to join the 
Association, provided they agree in writing to 
abide by its rules and regulations. 

Motion adopted. 

The President—I think it would be agreeable 
to the members of the convention to hear from 
Mr. Frank, who was last year in Germany. 

Mr. Frank—My stay in Germany and on the 
Continent, gentleman was very brief. How- 
ever, while there, I talked up the cottonseed 
meal, and in fact I found it did not require 
much talking up. The Fatherland has also 
taken hold of the meal, and the demand for it 
is growing year after year. I also found that 
feeders.of stock really were better acquainted 
with the value of cottonseed meal than the 
farmers of the South. Of course, the value of 
the meal as a food is determined in Germany by 
its fat and flesh producing qualities. They 
have agricultural stations all through Ger- 
many, and the merchant who has the meal to 
sell submits his samples before offering it to the 
farmer. This agricultural chemistry depart- 
ment, which is a State institution, certifies to 
the value of the meal, or in other words gives it 
an analysis.On the basis of the analysis the mea, 
is sold I also found {that the American 
meal has largely the preference over the En- 
glish meal. In fact, I saw several lots at Ham- 
burg, Bremen, Frankfort and other places that 
were consigned to—I mean the English meal— 
people there, and it was very difficult to make a 
sale. There was no difficulty inidisposing of the 
American meal, or sound cottonseed meal. In 
one word, the meal trade out there is growing 
every year, a8 our export trade shows. That 
is about all I have to say. 

Mr. Billingsley—It might be interesting for 
some members for me to state that when I war 
last in England, several years ago, I was then at 
a mill of a friend of mine,and a gentleman came 
in enquiring about some meal. If appears he 
had bought some of my cake made here in 
Greenville, Mississippi, and he wanted meal in- 
stead. And he wanted to know if the party 
who had the mill in his neighborhood and with 
whom he did not evidently do a very large 
trade from the fact that he had been buying 
this foreign cake, what he would charge him 
to reduce a certain number of tons of cake to 
meal. The figure was named in my presence, 
and I thought it was a little bit exorbitant. and 
I was rather surprised. When the party went 
out I said to my friend“was'nt that arather stiff 
figure you quoted just now?” In going out I 
should state that the party said he would advise 
him next week, I found out from my friend

that this gentleman was engaged in making 
some sort of adulterated calf feed. He said it 
was not a very high price and the gentleman 
would pay it and why should he offer it any 
cheaper. In a short time I think the man came 
back and closed with him for I think it was two 
hundred tons of this American cake that he 
was to grind. He then said to him, “ You think 
my price is high? why don’t you buy the meal? 
there is plenty here in the market.” He did’nt 
say whether it was American meal or not, but 
he said he could get it at a very much less price. 
He said, “No, I prefer to have this ground.” 
I asked my friend why he wanted it ground; 
what was the particular point. And then the 
secret came out, why, the thing was largely 
adulterated; the English, it appeared very 
largely adulterate their meal, and the feeder is 
afraid to take hold of anything unless he knows 
exactly all about it; and they are even getting 
so sharp there that they can adulterate this 
stuff with something that does not show it very 
plainly in an analysis. The average farmer is 
afraid of English meal, and that is the reason 
why we do not have any demand for meal com- 
paratively. The United Kingdom is a nation of 
adulterators. The farmers are afraid of them, 
and I am satisfied with a little well directed ef- 
fort in England, American directors could do a 
great deal of good. If they have some as- 
surance that American meal is not adulterated, 
we would sell ten times the quantity that we 
do now. I found the same thing in Scotland. 
I went up there where they were raising sheep, 
and the canny Scotchman said he preferred the 
cake as he didn’t know what there was in that 
meal. He knew what there was in the cake. 

Mr. Frank—On the subject of cake and meal 
I would say that the English manufactory 
adulterates both ; it is an open secret with them. 
They adulterate even the cake. 

Mr. Cochran—When I was up before the con- 


vention last winter in New York, Mr. Frank 
and Mr. Durham were requested to look after 
our interests. I would like to hear from Mr, 
Durham. We have already heard from Mr. 
Frank. 

Mr. Durham—I forgot the matter. I did not 
think there was a committee and so I have 
nothing to report. 

Mr. Camp—We would like to hear from Mr, 
Rawlings. He has some very good points. He 
{8 interested in the exchange and has been mak- 
ing some experiments, 

Mr. Rawlings—I am not a public speaker. In 
regard to experiments I do not know what Mr, 
Camp refers to when he says that I have made 
experiments. (To Mr.Camp.) Dou you mean 
the meal question? Mr. Camp—Yes. 

Mr. Rawlings—The only experiments I have 
made have been with reference to meal as a fer- 
tilizer. It is well known as a food product, but 
as a fertilizer I have been making some small 
experiments to some extent, and my experi- 
ence has been this year that the meal that we 
call the off meal is the best meal for a fertil- 
izer. I was told before I knew anything about 
it that when it grew hot it lost its ammonia and 
other fertilizing properties; but I have found 
from other sources of information, the Mem- 
phis Fertilizing Co., it retains its ammonia; and 
when put on oats, corn, potatoes, or anything 
else, it compares favorably with the best sixty 
dollar fertilizers we can find. That has been 
my experience. 

Mr Billingsley—I would like to ask if the rep- 
resentative from South Carolina is here. 

The President—He is not present. 

Mr. Billingsley-—-I am sorry for it,for he could 
have given us much valuable information upon 
the subject. There has been an excellent work 
lately gotten out on fertilizers in which cotton- 
seed and the aggregate of ammonia and phos

TURSDAY EVENING, July 3, 1883. 

A glance at the market, in detail, for the past- 
week shows a heavy decline in the activity of 
the speculation from the previous week. Then 
49,324,000 barrels changed hands, while for the 
week ending to-night the figures are 26,174,000 
barrela, On Wednesday last the dealings were 
aosmall as to lack character, and the fluctua- 
tion from the highest to the lowest figures was 
24c per bbl. On Thursday a “ short” interest 
of some importance cropped out here and at 
Oil City. The western “ bulls” were not slow to 
derive the advantage that a combined effort 
would naturally give them, they forced prices 
from $1 1554 to $1 17%, and the volume of busi- 
was larger here by 4,511,000 bbls. They were 
assisted in their action ‘by a report that the 
monthly statement of developement work in 
the various districta in Pennsylvania would 
show a material reduction in the new produc 
tion. 
Friday morning witnessed a listleas and unsatis- 
factory state of affairs; speculation fell 2,000,000 
bbls from the preceding day, and prices swung 
between $118% and $117%. Saturday, when 
the report regarding development work was 
telegraphed, it was perceptible that the advance 
of Thursday lacked foundation; that the de- 
crease in the new production had been some- 
what exaggerated, and a grand scramble for the 
tuppenny profits incident to Thurday's rise 
took place. The result was that the market 
broke to $116%. With the opening of the 
present week a further weakness and depression 
were noticed; the total transactions at the two 
Exchanges were 2,926,000 bbls, against 5,284,000 
on Saturday. The opening price was $1 16%, 








nnd $115 was soon reached; from 
noon to the close the ring was 
the scene of* idleness and chaff; the latest 


bid was $1 15%, [and even that was made in a 
please-don't-take-it style. Telegrams from For- 
est County said: “Syndicate No. 4 made 300 bbls 
in nine hours ending 6 P.M. yesterday,was doing 
#2 bbls the last hour.”” The well was in the sand 
10 feet and the impression was ‘that drilling 
could not improve it tu any great extent. The 
Anchor wells, No.'s 7, 25, 26 and 28 were in the 
second sand; the estimated yield was about 30 
bbls. Herrick ;No. 8 was expected to strike 
sand Tuesday or Wednesday. The Balltown 
well No. 5 was shunt down and possibly will not 
be opened for several days. 

To-day the “bear” clique was very prominent 
during the morning hours. A member of the 
Consolidated Exchange said: “We're all willing 
to sell ‘short;’ " Carrying rates were 9cSD$1 and 
certificates very plentiful. Telegrams to the 
New York Exchange from Forest County sta- 
ted: “Syndicate No. 4 drilled deeper and doing 
17 bbls per hour last evening (2nd inst.); don't 


expect any wells to be opened in Balltown un- [| 


til after Wednesday.” A later dispatch said 
that this well had fallento9 bbls per hour 
and no developments were anticipated 
in the Cooper Tract for several days. Theopen- 
ing prices here on the two exchanges showed a 
feverish and depressed market which continued 
throughout the day. Timidity and caution 
were the watchwords of the “bull” and the 
“ bear” clique were pronounced in their belief 
of a lower market. At the two exchanges the 
speculation was limited. At noon there was a 
spasmodic effort for a rise, $1 15 was reached, 
but from that figure a steady decline took 
place until the closing when the figures on the 
New York Exchange were $1 1434, and those on 
the National Exchange $1 1444.

their orders and the interest from the 
Kingdom is very limited at the moment.

close there was « continued stagnation and 
prices for export lots were to a great extent 
nominal, The London, Antwerp and Bremen 
markets have declined, and this fact has en- 
hanced the depression. To-day there were 
offerings of several resale contracts at Mc be- 
low the regular market, 

In a domestic way refined has had a moderate- 
ly fair movement. The high test oils have been 
particularly in requst mainly for future delive- 
ry. Prices are firm and indications point to 
some improvement. At present 9c is the figure 
for the smallest parcels, Naphtha rules very 
steady. No definite transactions have been re- 
corded and yet the general idea is that several 
orders have been taken for English and French 
account, The price is firm at 54e. Crude in 
barrels for export can be quoted steady, and 
during the week seven cargoes have been taken 
by exporters at the figures of 7@73%c as to 
brand. In crude cases little of importance has 
been done but holders insist upon 9c. Refined 
in cases has become quiet, The East Indian de- 
mands have fallen off as there is a large amount 
on board, and also large stocks are reported in 
Calcutta, Java, Rangoon and other ports in the 
Indian ocean, The Mediterranean and Levant 
interest at the moment is trivial.

(Laughter,) I have have had an experimental 
farm for now about ten years in connection 
with my mills, and I felt a good deal flattered 
when the gentleman corroborated in a measure 
what I bave experienced, On that one piece of 
ground of two hundred acres the first year, I 
think, it took five acres to make a bale of cot- 
ton. And year after year, with cottonseed 
meal,! getjout from this land and increased crop 
until last year,from one hundred and fifty acres 
I got one hundred and fifty-five five hundred 
pound bales of cotton, [suppose the gentlemen 
here understand all about planting, and any 
one who know anything about raising cotton 
will concede that this is pretty lively planting. 
The other fifty acres I had in oats, from which 
I gathered from seventy-five to eighty bushels 
to the acre, And right on top of the oats on 
the same ground an immense crop of peas. 1 
made more stuff On that fifty acres than Iny ten 
mules and hands could consume, [ had 
ehough for two years nearly,

four rows of cotton or corm and they gather 
the crop from the two inside rows. As the 
gentlemen will readily understand, the outside 
rows cannot show what the crop is, because 
there is nothing on the outside of those rows; 
but on the two inside rows the fertilizer ope- 
rates on both aides of the row, and in that way 
they can Gome down to a very accurate state- 
ment of results. Now, I don’t think there is 
anything but some people make specialties,$so 
I will get down to wutet«inelons, and they 
are a small affalt, but our negroes love water- 
meloti and we have to feed them, There are 
several parties that think that cottonseed fer- 
tilizer will make more nutriment for water- 
melons than any other fertilizer, I don’t know 
of any kind of yewetible inatter that you want 
to grow, elther in the garden or out of it--corn, 
cotton, or anything else—that the cottonseed 
meal does not prove a very valuable fertilizer 
for; and I will say that in all of my experi- 
ments, In using all these different ingredients 
to make up @ compost, or to make up a fertil- 
izer, the cottonseed meal alone amongst all of 
them amounts to anything, I put it in the 
ground with a fertilizer and a bed on it and plant 
en top of the bed. I always put it down, 
s0 the roots will not get to it till the 
plant is able to sustain the stimulent. I don’t 
think you will ever find anything to compare 
with cottonseed meal as a fertilizer. It is an 
easy matter for us to see what it is thought of 
among a people noted for their domestic 
economy more than any others; the people of 
New England, whose population are adding 
more than 40,000 tons per annum to what they 
purchase for feed alone. That speaks volumes 
in regard to the character of this product. On 
my way to Chicago I called on an old friend of 
mine to whom I had sent a carload of meal last 
year, and the very first thing when I saw him 
he asked me whether he could get another 
car load of that meal. All his cattle had got 
used to it, and the milk and butter was so im- 
proved that his man told him it was useless to 
try and keep up to that point of excellence with 
out cotton meal. And I told him of course I 
would send him a carload of meal. That is the 
gist of my experience. It has been of course 
very extended. In the early part of my trying 
to find out about it I guess Ihave given away 
a great deal of meal, perhaps fifty to seventy- 
five tonsof meal to the different farmers to get 
them to experiment on different kinds of soil. 
IThave got them to experiment on sandy lands 
and prairie lands, and the reply is invariably 
the same that it never fails. Now, when a man 
takes a poor old worn out plantation like this 
place I am speaking of, where there were no 
less than forty-five men in succession who went 
into bankruptcy, that little farm of six or seven 
hundred acres—the place had been farmed for 
nearly forty years, and being sandy Jand and 
top soil it was all worn out entirely—when he 
can take that farm and make it good it shows 
that there is something back of it. It is the 
fertilizer. I think to-day that if a man can 
show the crop that I have on it now he would 
be doing well, and if you could see the crop I 
have on it now you would say it was the garden 
spot of the world almost. The cotton there 
was waist high nearly in places, and my corn 
was all tasselled out. The worms have bother- 
ed us a good deal you know. They are a great 
enemy to cotton. We always kill the worms; 
that is a necessity. If a man permits cotton 
worms to come and destroy his cotton he cannot 
expect to make money. They always come at 
the time when they can do the most harm, that 
isin July; but with Paris green we can destroy 
the worms and save all the crops. I believe 
that is all I can tell you. I shall be happy to 
give any gentleman any particulars he re- 
quires, 

A Member—How do you apply it to corn? 

Mr. Baker—After a second ploughing put it 
right in alongside of the grain. I saw last wee 
when I was in Louisiana looking out of a car 
window a man in a sulky, and he was distribut- 
ing cottonseed meal from the sulky on each 
side of the row. He had a large box or hopper 
with him, 

A member—Was it a distributor, 

Mr. Buker—I don't know. It was the best 
thing I had seen for the purpose. He had put 
in enough to to make a box to feed both sides 
of the row, and it was covering it up in the 
sume operation, 

Mr. Billingsley—About how much would ap- 
ply to an acre, and was your land level or hilly 
land? 

Mr. Baker—Level land; sandy land,with a sub 
soil, About four hundred pounds to the acresI 
think, I put in. I think it can be over done, 
but four hundred pounds is a good average. I 
have had some experience in these things. In 
regard to using bad meal, I do use it, but I gen- 
erally put some sound meal with it, and I take 
it that sound meal would be far more 
certain than off meal. If I were putting in off 
meal I would put in just as much sound meal. 
I may be mistaken, but that is how I should 
treat it. [ have tested cottonseed rotted and 
heated and good cottonseed side by side, and I 
have had others test it; and they have given me 
certificates, which I have in writing from these 
parties, that at five cents a bushel off cotton. 
seed would pot begin to keep up with good cot- 
tonseed at twenty-five dollars a ton,

Mr. Raker—I don’t know whether the gentle-; parts of the United States. 
man’s experience among the planters is as ex- 
tensive as mine or not. Mine is very large. 
They are the biggest talkers and the poorest 
workers you ever saw. You séea man going 
along the road with a pair of jean breeches, a 


long rifle and a yellow-tailed dog, and that is 


all there is to him; he is the most complete 


planter in the world. Go and talk to him about 
anything practical, and he will see you later. 
[Laughter.] There are some energetic planters, 
but they are the rarest things on earth. They 
have it in their power to get rich if they de- 
vote their time to their business, but naturally 
all the work done bya planter is done by proxy, 
and that is a poor way to get things done. I 
have one large plantation where all the work is 
done by proxy. I go down there occasionally 
to my trout, for I have a nice fish pond there, 
but I dont pay much attention to the place. I 
have got ten or fifteen gangs of negroes work- 
ing on that place. They are all fixed up with 
mules and everything they want, but they man- 
age to get to that crop every fall before I can 
get to it. [Much laughter.] One acre of that 
place is worth naturally five acres of the place 
that I experimented with, but that is right 
near to me—near the town—and I can look 
after it personally. It is so close to town. The 
difference in results is simply wonderful. You 
can't do anything by proxy, I am sure. Now, 
the planters down there, as a rule, love to get 
together and have a high time, and I don’t 
blame them for it; I don’t think anybody is 
looking for work in this world that can get rid 
of it. I Was going into a gin-house in Alabama 
one day, and I was looking after some hands 
putting poison on the cotton and I saw an old 
planter sitting on the gin-house step. That 
was the most rickety old gin-house I ever saw. 
And as I drove up to him and going through 
his cotton, I saw the worms at that cotton. 
Why, in twenty-four hours there would be 
nothing there but stalks. I bid him good- 
day, as usual, and he asked me if I did not 
think the worms were going to trouble his cot- 
ton. I thought that was a remarkable question 
for him to ask me when he could walk down 
and find 250 worms on a stalk. He said he 
thought he would have half of the crop any- 
how. Isaid if he could stop the worms where 
they were he might have a half a crop, and he 
said he thought he would see about it the next 
day. Now, the bother of it is, that the worms 
don’t sleep in the night time but they get their 
work right. in. When the next day came 
around he concluded that the thing was too far 
gone, and h@ would not bother with it. It 
would cost him too much for his Paris green

Why, some of the fertilizers I saw there were 
rated at $28 to $35, and cottonseed meal was 
rated at $37.22, so you see the commercial value 
of it as a fertilizer, as compared with other 
fertilizers, 

Mr. Billingsley—-Perhaps the reason this State 
granger wanted these cetton worms to eat up 
his crop was that he didn't want the middle 
party to get any profit, although in this in- 
stance it appears that the producer and the 
consumer were brought face to face.

OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 


Italian Products. 


The British Consul-Geneal at Florence reports 
to his government on the mining and chemical 
products of Italy, and from his tables we take 
the following :— 

TRON PYRITES, employed in the manufacture 
of sulphuric acid, are subject, like iron, to an 
export duty of 22 centimes per ton. The average 
annual product is 4,000 tons, and the value 13 
lire per ton, The total quantity of the ore at 
present supplied is from the mine of Brosso, 
above Ivrea. A portion is used in the sulphuric- 
acid factory at Turin, the rest exported to 
Marseilles. 

SuLPHUR.—The average annual product is 
280,000 tons, of an average value of 109 20 lire per 
ton = 30,793,000 lire, or over £1,200,000 sterling. 
Of this total Sicily produces 242,000 tons. There 
is an export duty of 11 lire per ton on sulphur, 
and the average export is 216,000 tons. The 
Sicilian sulphur is mostly exported raw, as it 


comes from the kilns It is of seven qualities 
the values varying from 101 to 115 lire per ton. 
Except in the better worked “solfare,"’ the 
separation of the sulphur from the earths in 
which it is contained is still conducted in Sicily 
by means of kilns, calcuroni, which do not re- 
quire any additional fuel, but which entail the 
consumption and loss of about one-third of the 
sulphur itself. About 18,000 hands are employed 
in the Sicilian “solfare,”’ of whom about 14,000 
work in the interior of the mines, including the 
transport of the or to the surface. The sulphur 
in many mines is still carried to the surface on 
the backs of boys called “carusi,”” of whom 
there are about 3,500. 

Boracic acid, a product of the vapor springs 
of Monte Cerboli and other localities in the com- 
munes of Pomeranci and Castelnuovo in the 
Tuscan Maremma. About 2,680tons, worth 800 
lire per ton, are produced annually, and nearly 
all is exported to England. This industry was 
established at Monte Cerboli, in 1827, by M. 
Lardarel, and has since spread to neighboring 
ocalities, where new vapor springs (saffioni) 
have been found by boring. The boracic acid 
is condensed by conducting the hot vapors 
through water contained in basins called 
“lagoni.”’ The works of the Lardarel family 
are well arranged, and charitable institutions 
have been founded by the proprietors for the 
benefit of the hands employed. Some 400 per- 
sons are engaged in this industry.

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Commercial Rhubarbs. 


BY WILLIAM EBLBORNE. 

Rheum is the botanical name ef the genus of 

plants yielding the important drug familiarly 
known asrhubarb. The genus, a member of 
the Polygonaceze, consists of twenty species, 
natives of the Siberian Himalayas and the East. 
They are perennials, with large root-stocks, 
from which the large sheathing leaves and 
flower stalks are given off. The inflorescence 
consists Of much-branched panicles bearing a 
great number of white or pinkish flowers which 
have a petaloid six-parted perianth, enclosing 
nine stamens attached to its base. The three- 
sided ovary is surmounted by three spreading 
styles. The three-cornered fruit in winged and 
encircled at the base by the withered remnants 
of the perianth. 

The fact of rhubarb being one of the most 
ancient valuable remedial agents of our materia 
medica will perhaps admit of a few preliminary 
remarks concerning its history. 

The properties of rhubarb, which appear to 
have been known from a very remote period, 
find their earliest record in the Chinese herbal 
called “Pen-king,”’ supposed to have been writ- 
ten about 2700 B. C,

no means obvious in every piece of Chinese 
rhubarb, it is of some utility from the fact that 
in European rhubarb such spots are generally 





















occurs in long, thin, almost cylindrical or spin- 
dle-shaped pieces, decorticated and perforated 
by ahole. Since itis yielded by the same spe- 
cies which is cultivated in England at Banbury, 
Dr. Pereira has justly compared it with English 
stick rhubarb. 

Himalayan Rhubarb.—The cultivation of rhu~ 
barb in India has hitherto been unsuccessful 
rather than otherwise. The large Himalayan 
root is, however, furnished by “Rheum Emodi,” 
alarge plant having a thick stem, growing 
from Bhotan and Sikkim to Kaschmir on the 
India side of the Himalayas, frequently reach- 
ing a height of more than 6 feet, and also in- 
digenous to Western Thibet, but less abund- 
ant. In most districts of North-Eastern 
and Central Asia its efficacy is greatly 
praised, while in the damp and warm 
districts of Sikkim and Bhotan the root 
seems to be inefficacious. The smaller rhubarb 
of Rheum Webbianum is indigenous to the 
vicinity of Simla, at an elevation of more than 
12,000 feet; it was tried by Dr. Royle in both 
military and civil hospitals at Saharunpore, and 
found to be of very good quality. Both varieties 
differ much in appearance from that of the 
Chinese drug, in that the brown cortical portion 
of the root has not been removed, The texture 
is radiated, rather spongy and the color of the

wholly wanting, or at most occur very sparingly 
and isolated. 

Although Russian rhubarb has ceased to be 
an article of commerce since 1860, a few remarks 
respecting its character will not be out of place 
when we consider the very high repute it has 
always maintained and the many attempts 
made at the present day of slicing and trim- 
ming the East India drug with a view of simu- 
lating it. 

The true Russian rhubarb, which is now very 
scarce, appears as though it had been freely 
sliced with a sharp knife, and each piece shows 
evidence of having been rigorously examined 
and inspected, by possessing a large hole (not a 
string hole) bored to its center by the authori- 
ties at Kiachta. Another very distinguishing 
character is the net-veined appearance of its 






Asia and Europe, it also occurs in the early 
writings of Dioscorides and Pliny; but whether 
then produced in the regions of Asia Minor or 
merely received thence from remoter countries, 
is a question which connot besolved. A sketch 
of the history of rhubarb would be compara- 
tively incomplete without some reference to 
the various routes by which the drug has been 
conveyed to Europe from the Western prov- 
inces of the Chinese empire and which have 
given rise to the familiar designations of Rus- 
sian, Turkey and China rhubarb.

cortical layer. Canton stick rhubarb is proba- 
bly obtained from the root branches of the same 
plants. 

East Indian rhubarb is now purchased for the 
European market chiefly at Hankow on the 
upper Yangtsze, whither it is sent to Shanghai 
for exportation. The exports from Shanghai 
in 1878 were 5942 piculs (picul=133 1-3 lbs.), val- 
ued at £40,000. Since that date no return, to 
my knowledge, has been issued. 

Batavian or Dutch trimmed differs from the 
East Indian in having an angular appearance, 
owing to the surface having been sliced off. It 
is not now met within English commerce as a 
distinct variety, but used to be imported from 
Canton and Singapore.

Asiatic Rhubarb, Chinese.—Owing to the fact 
that the greater part of the regions of Shensi, 
Kansu and Szechuen, where the plants grow, is 
yet unexplored by botanists, and, perhaps, 
owing to the jealous reticence of the Chinese, the 
exact ,species yielding the true drugs is not 
known with certainty. 

The bulk of the commercial drug imported 
into this county, however, is considered to be 
afforded by two species, viz.:—Rheum officinale 
and a variety of R, palmatum, called tanguti- 
cum, The former is a native of the south 
eastern part of Thibet, and of various parts of 
West and North-Western China, where it is in a 
measure Cultivated. The second species is said 
by Prejevalsky, a celebrated Russian colonel, to 
afford the excellent rhubarb of Thibet. 

China rhubarb, as imported into Europe, con- 


Consequent on the rectification of the frontier 
in 1728, a line of custom houses was established 
by treaty between Russia and China, whereby 
the commerce, previously restricted, was lim- 
ited only to the Government caravans which 
passed the frontier at Kiachta and Maimatchin, 
which towns ultimately became the staple de- 
pots ofrhubarb. In 1704, the Russian Govern- 
ment monopolized the trading in this drug and 
caravans fitted out by the Crownalone brought 
the drug to Moscow. 

Under the surveillance of the Russian Minis- 
ter of War, a special office was established at 
Kiachta, where the whole of the drug was sub- 
mitted to careful inspection and examination 
by competent apothecaries, with the object of 
removing inferior and spurious pieces and to 
improve the selected drug by trimming, paring 
and boring. It was then dried and packed in 
chests which were sewn up in linen and ren-

Russian drug. 
EUROPEAN RHUBARBS, 

In various parts of Europe, particularly in 
England, France and Germany, the rhubarty 
plants have been cultivated for many years. 

English rhubarb occurs generablly in two 
forms, one in which the root is cut, trimmed 
and bored in imitation of the Russian ; 
the other in sticks. The former occurs 
in various sized flat and irregular pieces, com- 
monly about 6 inches long. inglish rhubarb is 
lighter and more spongy than the Asiatic, and 
when broken exhibits a more regular marbling, 
the pink lines being arranged like rays from 
the center towards the circumference. The 
star-like spots were either — or ver 
sparingly scattered. The whole of the English 
sbubar’ in the market is grown Oy Mr. Rufus 
Usher, at Bodicote, near Banbury. To him Tam 
indebted for his kindness in having furnished 
me with authentic specimens of the home- 
grown roots of R. rhaponticum, and R. officin- 
ale, and also with statistics relative to the an- 
nual production. He informs me_ that this 
amounts to 7000 Ibs. of the drug, of which about 
4000 lbs. is exported. i 

French Rhubarbs.—The rhubarbs of France 
are derived from R. rhaponticum, R. undulatum 
and R. compactum. That which comes from 
the department of Doubs is furnished by 
Rheum rhaponticum and that from Provence by 
Rheum undulatum. French rhubarbs possess 
somewhat similar characters to those which ex- 
ist in the Chinese drug. They, however, show 
such an analogy to each other that it is very 
difficult to distinguish from which species com- 
mercial samples of the drug may have been 
derived, since in appearance it much resembles 
the drug grown in England, and occurs in 
similarly shaped pieces. The remarks concern- 
ing English rhubarb will apply equally to the 
French drug, the cultivation of which is rapidly 
decreasing. 

Austrian.—This rhubarb occurs in smooth 
decorticated pieces, fairly compact, and weigh- 
ing about 4 ounces each. It possesses a very 
clear yellowish appearance, with small reddish- 
brown spots interspersed. The transverse sec- 
tion of this rhubarb presents a regular radiate 
structure. 

Of these several varieties of rhubarb, nearly 
all of which still constitute the commercial 
products of countries abroad, only two varie- 
ties occur in English commerce at_ the present

Trade has been extremely dul), but yesterday 


there was a fair influx of orders, partly owing 
to changes in the tariff which went into effect 
and partly owing to the fact of its being the 
first of the second half of the years when there 
is ordinarily a larger influx of orders for a few 
days. This spasmodic activity is not extended 
to all classes of goods nor is it expected to con- 
tinue more than a week or ten days at the 
longest, when the usual summer dullness will 
probably set in in earnest. There have been no 
changes of consequence beyond those which 
were brought about by the altered rates of im- 
port duties. 

Indigo has been very quiet, no business of 
consequence being reported, and the sales ina 
jobbing way have not been up to the average 
of the previous few weeks, small as this is. 
Prices remain without change,but advices from 
the primary markets coming favorable to hold- 
ers they are somewhat firmer in their views and 
are not disposed to concede anything in order 
to effect sales. 

Cutch has been without life the past week, 
and although the present position of the market 
is considered favorable to buyers, there have 
been few inquiries for even moderate parcels. 
Prime bag is held very firmly at 744c, and as the 
supply of this is light no change need be ex- 
pected. Of slab there are offerings at 644c, but 
it is doubtful if a lower figure would be accept- 
ed as the supply has been gradually reduced, 
and is not now larger than is desirable. 

Gambier has ruled dnl there being absclote- 
ly nothing doing beyond s small jobbing busi- 
ness. Dealers make!‘no alteration in prices and 
look hopefully for an increase in the demand 
when they expect that an advance will be 
gained owing to the firm position of the article 
abroad and the comparatively small supplies 
here. §[No intelligence from Singapore has 
been received giving the shipments for the last 
half of June, but they are not expected to show 
much increase on those of the preceding fort- 
night. Dealers as a rule ask 64¢c but there are 
lots stillto be had at 64c, and this figure is 
quoted for future arrivals. 

In Sicily sumac the position fremains just the 
same as itShas occupied for the past two weeks. 
Trade is extremely dull although it is not ex- 
pected that any lower figures wili be accepted 
on later arrivals, in fact the primary markets 
are fully as high as at any;time this year. We 
quote high grade Sicily at $105@110 and others 
at $8@90. Virginia is also very quiet and 
steady at $75@80 with only moderate quantities 
available. 

Turmeric has had only a light call but is still 
held at 5@5}¢c for Aleppo and Madras and 4%@ 
434c for |Bengal. 

Chinese nutguils continue to receive some at- 
tention, but the business doing is in small par- 
cels and for present requirements. Prices re- 
main steady at 22@25c. Aleppo galls are held 
at 14@léc. 

Bichromate of potash has moved in moderate 
jobbing quantities but we hear of no large 
sales. Yesterday there wasa reportef a deline 
in the prices, but it was not confirmed, and in 
the absence of instructions from abroad im- 
porters continued to quote 14@144¢c, with pro- 
tection against a decline. 

Yellow prussiate of potash has been in good 
request the past week and is doing relatively 
better than most other dye wares. The demand 
for both large and small quantities is consider- 
ably better than would ordinarily be looked 
for at this season. Prices remain steady at 
234@2Ac. Red is only in light request and is 
unchanged at 50@5lc. 

Cochineal has been extremely dull the past 
week and although thisis not the season of the 
year when any considerable demand is ex pected 
the call for these goods hag been smaller than 
was looked for. Prices are without change and 
may be considered low as the lots sent here on 
consignment are limited to 30c. It is therefore 
apparent that a change to a higher rate is ex- 
pected on the part of shippers when the de- 
mand improves.

Albumen has been very quiet although a few 
moderate orders haye come in the past two 
days.

Fertilizing, with potash salts considerably in- 
creases the potato crop; the use of chloride re- 
duced the percentage of starch to a slight ex- 
tent. 

Manufacturing starch, without using the 
waste water for irrigation, is robbing the soil, 
on account of the large loss of phosphorus, ni- 
trogen and potash. rue 

The loss in the manufacture of starch is dis- 
cussed by Saare. In treating two examined 
varieties of potatoes, the “Seed” and “Daber,”’ 
from 1000 to 4000 kilos of the same were grated; 
the grated material was placed on a brush sieve, 
from which a portion of the starch flowed. It 
was then ground in an Excelsior mill, and 
leached in a cylinder sieve; then further ground 
between stones and again leached. The com- 
bined milk of starch was allowed to settle in 
large vessels. The slime was taken out, stirred 
up with water and once more passed through a 
sieve. The pulp, notwithstanding, that the 
operation was most carefully conducted, still 
contained from 58.6 to 60.4 per cent starch, cal- 
culated on a dry basis, which would give a loss 
of 12 per cent of the total starch. A micros- 
copic examination showed that many of the 
cells in the starch were not opened, hence the 
machinery for grinding must be improved. It 
is also advisable to destroy the cell walls by de- 
composition. In washing from 7 to 9 per cent 
of the total starch are lost. Potatoes having 
large starch granules give the largest yield.— 
Dingl. Jour. 
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The Logwood Tree. 

The logwood tree,says the Consul at Gonaives, 
Hayti, when once cut does not grow again. Very 
often, therefore, the trunk is uprooted and 
roots and all are sold. If the trunk shoots off 
more limbs, a fact which very seldom occurs, 
those limbs will be fit to cut only afterseven to 
ten years of growth. When planted in good 
soil, a logwood tree requires just the same time 
to furnish good dye, and it is well known that 
the inhabitants of this island do not plant any. 
The places of cutting are getting farther every 
day, and it takes sometimes weeks for a coun- 
tryman to cut, prepare and deliver to the mar- 
ket 5 M to 10M logwood, Most of the wood 
shipped from Gonaives is cut from 16 to 40 miles 
in the interior, and the roads are miserable, es- 
pecially in the rainy season, when all rivers 
overtiow their banks.

ESTIMATION OF FATS CONTAINED IN 
PLANTS. 

It is apparent that an opinion regarding the 
value of a material, can only be formed after 
knowing the absolute quantity of oil which it 
contains; this information is also necessary in 
estimating the value of any process employed in 
the separation of the oils. In a well conducted 
factory, an examination will always be made to 
show the quantity of oil contained in the ma- 
terial to be treated, and it is advisable that 
every manufacturer should do so. We may 
state, here, that the results obtained in such an 
analytical examination, are never reached on a 
manufacturing scale, but the best process that 
can be used will always show the smallest dif- 
ferences in the results. 

The substance to be tested is finely ground, 
and 100 gms. are weighed out. Thisis placed 
in an extraction apparatus and exhausted 
with ether. After the material is completely 
exhausted, the ether is evaporated off, and the 
resulting oil weighed. By this method all the 
oil can be obtained, and if the process is care- 
fully conducted, the results of two determina- 
tions will not vary more than 0.1 per cent. In 
working on a large scale such a perfect extrac- 
tion isimpossible, and the yield will always be a 
little less than the results obtained by analysis. 
It has been found, however, that hydraulic 
presses give a much higher yieldthan ordinary 
presses, while the results obtained by extrac- 
tion are still more favorable. Hence, there can 
be no doubt as to the most rational method of 
preparing oil. When obliged to work with 
presses the hydraulic are the best, but in every 
case the method by extraction isto be preferred. 

In describing the properties of the oils we 
have seen, that by the application of heat in the 
manufacture of oils, the color, as well as the 
odor and taste, are injuriously affected. This 
is one of the reasons why extraction is of such 
value. 


OWL REFINING. 

Oils, which have been prepared by extraction, 
need only to be freed from the coloring matters 
which have been removed from the seeds. This 
can be effected by the action of chloride of zine, 
washing with water, and filtering. In oils, 
made by pressing a certain amount of the con- 
stituents of the seeds is always removed, and 
crude oil contains cellular tissue, coloring mat- 
ter, mucilage and albuminoid bodies; conse- 
quently it is very turbid, and after a time sep- 
aratesa heavy sediment. It is not possible to 
remove the suspended matter completely by 
filtration. The oil also contains a number of 
bodies in aqueous solution. After a time these 
would ferment, and cause the oil to become 
rancid. To prevent this, the oil is treated with 
chemicals, which destroy these substances. This 
treatment is known as refining. 

The agent mostly used in refining oils is sul- 
phuric acid. In addition to this materials con- 
taining tannin, chloride of zinc, and dilute al- 
kalies are used. The method with sulphuric 
acid is the most advantageous and cheapest, 
under all circumstances. A large number of 
processes are employed, and in the following 
we will describe those, which are most im- 
portant, 


THENARD’S PROCESS. 

The oils are attacked by strong sulphuric acid, 
but when a large quantity of oilis brought in 
contact with a small quantity of acid—l to2 
per cent are sufficient,—the oil is not affected, 
but a partial decomposition of the foreign 
bodies takes place, and they are rendered in- 
soluble. The destruction of these substances is 
recognized by the dark green, brown or even 
black color, which the foreign bodies assume, 
due to carbonization. After a time, the sul- 
phuric acid separates, carrying down with it 
the carbonized material, and forming a black 
layer under the clear oil. The oil then only 
needs to be washed to be perfectly pure. 

In order to effect a thorough mixture of the 





ofl and acid, it is well to perform the operation 
in barrels, which can be revolved about their 
axis. The barrel is two-thirds filled and % tol 
per cent, (of the weight of oil,) of acid is added. 


The barrel is then closed and 
several hours. In place of barrels, large vats 
may also be used; these are provided witha 
stirring arrangement which is kept in continual 
motion, while the acid is run in, in a fine 
stream. The stirrer is kept in motion for 8 to 
10 hours, then the liquid is allowed to rest for 
the same length of time; the stirrer is then 
again set in motion, and water is gradually ad- 
ded until it equals % or 2-8 of the oil in quan- 
tity. The stirring is then continued until the 
water and oil are thoroughly mixed, when it 
assumes a white milky appearance. 

The whole is now allowed to stand, until the 
water and oil have separated, and a black layer 
is formed under the clear oil. The lower layer 
then consists of water, sulphuric acid, and car- 
bonized vegetable matter. This liquid is care- 
fully separated from the oil, and the latter is 
subjected to further treatment. 

It now becomes necessary to remove every 
trace of acid from the oil. This can only be 
accomplished by washing. Warm water is used 
for the purpose. It is run ina thin stream into 
the oil, while the latter is kept in motion by 
means of the stirrer, The water on account of 
its greater density, sinks to the bottom and is 
thoroughly mixed with the ofl. The washing is 
carefully continued until the oil is freed from 
the last traces of acid. This can be easily deter- 
mined by testing the water with litmus paper. 
The oil should always be perfectly free from 
acid, no matter what it is to be used for. Oils, 
which are to be used for illuminating purposes, 
would otherwise destroy the wick and lamp 
fixtures, those to be used in the manufacture 
of varnish, would be injured in the boiling 
process by the formation of sulphate of lead, 
which would remain suspended, and prevent 
the varnish from becoming clear. 

Itis advisable to use a small quantity of slaked 
lime (about \ Ib to 1000 Ibs of oil), in the form 
of milk of lime with the last wash water. This 
quantity is sufficient in all cases, to remove the 
last traces of acid, by combining with it to form 
sulphate of lime. 


COGAN’S PROCESS. 


Cogan’s method for refining oils is also based 
on the destruction of the foreign matter by 
means of sulphuric acid but differs from Then- 
ard’s, in using steam in the process. According 
to Cogan 800 to 1000 Ibs of oil are placed ina 
vat, and a mixture of 10)bs of sulphuric acid 
and 10 Ibs of water are added. This acid mixture 
is added to the oil in three equal portions. At 
first 1-3 is added, and the mixture stirred at 
least one hour then another 1-3 added and 
the whole again stirred for an _ hour, 
then the last isadded, and the stirring 
continued for two hours more. During this 
time, the oil continually becomes darker in 
color and finally black. The oil becomes heat- 
ed, especially when it contains a large amount 
of foreign matter and sulphurous acid vapors 
escape. 

After the oil has been in contact with the 
acid for twelve hours it is placed in a copper 
kettle, which is provided with three steam 
pipes at the bottom, each ending in a rose. The 
steam is then turned on and allowed to pass 
through the oil until the temperature of the 
latter has reached the boiling point of water, 
when the oil is transferred to a cooler. The 
latter has the form of an inverted cone, and is 
provided with a stop cock at the lower end, and 
a second cock is placed about 10 cm. above the 
first. After the oil has remained at rest in this 
vessel for about 12 hours, the acid liquid is care- 
fully drawn off through the lower cock, and 
the cock closed. Then the upper cock is opened 
and the clear oil is drawn off. The oil remain- 
ing between the cocks is generally cloudy, and 
is allowed to remain inthe cooler until the next 
operation. When the cloudy oil has increased 
in quantity by repeated operations to reach the 
upper cock it isdrawn off and filtered. 

Cogan’s process gives a very good refined oil, 
but is quite expensive, as a quantity of 1,000 Ibs

WAGNER'S METHOD. 


the property of destroying the organic bodies 

which are present in the crude oil, without pro- 

ducing any effect on the oil itself. According 
to Wagner it is therefore well adapted to the 
purification of oils, 

Chloride of zinc can easily be prepared as ‘fol- 
lows: In a wooden tube, the diameter of which 
is equal to about }¢ its height, and which is pro- 
vided with a cock directly over the bottom, are 
placed zinc clippings until it is filled. Upon this 
zinc common concentrated hydrochloric acid is 
poured, but not more than one liter at a time. 
The zinc rapidly dissolyea with the evolution of 
hydrogen, the reaction being so violent that if 
a larger quantity of acid werc employed it 
would run over the top. After the evolution 
of hydrogen has ceased more acid is added. The 
zine gradually falls together and.more is added. 
It is to be observed that this operation should 
be carried on in the open air, because the aeid 
fumes are very disagreeable, and the hydrogen 
when mixed with air forms a mixture which 
explodes very violently when brought in con- 
tact with a flame. When sufficient acid has 
been added, the mixture is allowed to stand for 
12 to 24 hours, when the solution is run off 
through the cock and filtered to remove foreign 
matter, It is then evaporated in porcelain 
dishes until it assumes an oily consistency hay- 
ing a specific gravity of 1.85. 

For 200 lbs. of oil 3 Ibs. of chloride of zinc are 
employed, the latter being run in, in a thin 
stream, while the oil is kept in n otion; stirring 
is then continued until the oil is of a dark color. 
The oil at first turns green, then brown and 
finally black. A portion taken out in a glass 
vessel appears brown, with dark brown flocks 
floating about in it. The latter show that the 
action of the chloride of zinc is complete. As 
soon as this is the case, steam is introduced; the 
chloride of zinc is separated by the condensed 
wat-rand with the destroyed organic matter 
# ‘ttles to the bottom, The last traces of chlo- 
rid» of zine which adhere to the oil are removed 
by repeated washing. 

BARESWIL’S METHOD. 

When oil is thoroughly mixed and heated 
with about 4% per cent of caustic soda, suffi- 
ciently-diluted with water (to be determined by 
experiment,) a corresponding quantity of the 
oil will be decomposed and a soap formed, The 
foreign bodies which are suspended in the oil 
are at the same time rendered insoluble, and 
being surrounded by the soap formed are car- 
ried to the bottom, leaving the purified oil per- 
fectly clear. 

This process gives good results, but great care 
must be taken that the stirring is no longer 
eontinued than is necessary to effect an inti- 
mate mixture of the two liquids. After sapon- 
ification has taken place the soap solution and 
fat very readily form an emulgion, and it then 
often takes many days before they completely 
sparate. ““ 

The sediment which is formed in this process 
consisteof a solution of soap, which surrounds 
the insoluble matter, together with the glycer- 
ine formed in the saponification. The whole 
mass is sold to soap makers, furnishing a valu- 
able material. 

REFINING OLL WITH TANNIN. 

Tannin, when brought into contact with 
6ibumenoids, combines witb them to form in- 
soluble compounds, which ure very bulky and 
vonsequently surround other solid bodics which 
ure suspended in the liquid. If, therefore, oil 
is mixed with a solution of tannin, this action 
tukes place, the insoluble albuminoigs sur- 
round all suspended matters and = carry 


them to the bottom, leaving the gil perfectly 
clear. 

For 200 Ibs. of oil 9 to 10 liters of a concen- 
trated extract oftan bark are used: or a solu- 
tion may be prepared by disso]ving 2 Ibs. of 
eolid tannin extract in water. Thesolution is 
poured into tke oil, the two liquids are inti- 
mately mixed by stirring, the voluminous pre- 
cipitate allowed to settle and then drawn off. 
The of] is then mixed with a solution of acetate 
oflead. The acetate of lead separates the ex- 
ccss of tannic acid used, the oil is drawn off and 
purified by washing. 

The above described processes are those which 
have been introduced in practice, In addition 
to these, many other processes kave been pro- 
posed, e.g., a mixture of chlorate of potash 
end bydrochloric acid (which evolves chlorine 
gas), or bichromate of potash and sulphuric | 
acid (which act by the liberated chromic acid), 
or permanganate of potash and sulphuric acid 
have been recommended. | 

There is no doubt that oils may also be puri- 
fied by tlicse agente, but the materiale employed |

The above described nethods of refining have 
been modified; for instance, by blowing astrong 
current of air through the mixture of oil and 
tcidg The air carries the carbonized matter to 
the surface, where it can be skimmed off.

Chloride of zinc in concentrated solution has

likely that any manufacturer will use the more 
expensive methods which have been proposed.

Soap Adulterat 


BY DR, H. BRACKEBUSCH., 

The importance of soap as an indispensible 
article in the houschold, has not deterred the 
adulterator from making ft a preferred object 
of his operations. Soap, at the present day, is 
rarely what it ought to be, a compound of a 
‘atty acid with an alkali, containing about 15 per 
cent of water; the latter, in the case of soft 
soaps, nay increase to 30 per cent. 

The percentage of meisture generally gives 
an indication of the adulteratior. 

Of all materials that can be employed in adul- 
terating soaps, water isthe cheapest, and as it is 
harmilcea, it offered the first point for the ex- 
yansion of tie manufacturer's conscience. 

The perc: ntage of watcr was therefore in- 
creased to 26-28 per cent, an amount which all 
ordinary soaps now contain when they leave 
the factory. 

At first-the retailers objected to this proceed- 
ing, because the gcods dried out while in stock, 
and lost considerable in weight. 

It then became necessary to look for some 
material which would prevent the rapid evapor- 
ation, and it was soon found, that soaps which 
contained an exccss of alkali, would retain 
moisture{the longest. 

Hence, it was only necessary to work with ex- 
cessively strong lyes, to obtain a large yield of 
soap, rich in water. The results of this ingenious 
devise are constantly to be seen; in the stores 
we find the bars of soap covered with a coating 
of white crystals, which are nothing more than 
the separated soda. If a drop of solution of 
mercuric chloride is allowed to fall upon these 
crystals ared spot of mercuric oxide will im- 
mediately appear. In addition to deceiving the 
public who purchase such soap, great injury is 
alsodone in washing, as the excess of lye direct- 
ly attacks the fibers of the fabric. The action 
of the soap should take place by surrounding 
the particles of dirt and carrying them off. 

Another sophistication is found in the filling 
ofsoaps. Tale and similar mineral bodies are 
added to the soap to increase its weight. Itmay 
be added, however, that this fraudulent filling 
is of rare occurrence. Large establishments 
can net afford the risk of being discovered in 
such frauds, and small manufactories are not 
generally provided with the machinery neces- 
sary to effect a uniform admixture of the filling. 

In continually increasing numbers we now 
find soaps in the market which hardly deserve 
the name; “mineral” soap, ‘cold water’’ soap, 
&c., are the names which denote preparations 
consisting essentially of water glass. Water 
gluss, asis well known, is a silicate of soda or 
potash dissolved in free alkali. There was a 
time when great confidence was placed in 
water glass, and it was intended to be used for 
washing purposes. Water glass, however, soon 
lost its standing, as it was found that at com- 
paratively low temperatures its caustic proper- 
ties wereapparent. We now find in the direc- 
tions accompanying these soaps that they are 
to be used with cold water. As _ very little of 
these substances is required to make a soup-like 
muss, thiscan be produced very cheaply. There 
appears to be no limit to the amount of water, 
for the author found as much as 58 per cent. in a 
Berlin “cold water’ soap. The water glass 
soupsare difficultly soluble in water, form little 
lather, and make the skin hard and rough. 

Allowing that they are adapted for some pur- 
poses, there can be no opposition. to their man- 
ufacture, so long us they are sold under names 
which will prevent their being mistaken for 
other soaps. Still there is some danger that 
water glass, though it be only a few per cent., 
will always be used in soaps and this is to be re- 
gretted. Water gluss soaps can readily be rec- 
ognized by their insolubility in moderately 
strong alcohol; the water zlass remains behind 
as a gelatinous mass. 4 

Much fraud is practiced by using such names 
as “almond” soup, &c¢. Fortunately the chem- 
ical differences between the various fate are j 
slight; still it cannot be agreeable to think that 
the fat of all sorts of dead animals is returned | 
to the house inthe form of soap. <A white or 
yellowish soap having an agreeable odor is not 
made from poor fat. The above will show 
sufficiently the necessity of continually watch- 
jug the manufacturer.-- Wochenschr f. Drogen.
